I think the Republicans of 
this State will so take it, and that the vote 
of the Indiana delegation at the national 
convention will not be given to Mr. Harrison. 
I think the strength of Indiana will go for 
the most part to McKinley with liberal fol- 
lowing for Allison and some support for 
Reed.”’ 

Mr. Gowdy is known personally as a Mc- 
Kinley man with Harrison out of the race. 


State Will Be Divided. 

C. W. Fairbanks, candidate for the United 
States Senate, said he considered the letter 
final.

Statesmen at the Capital Discuss the 
Ex-President’s Letter. 
Washington, D. C., Feb. 3.—[Special.]— 
Ex-President Harrison’s letter of withdraw- 
al was received here after the statesmen 


| had scattered to receptions and balls, while 


many others were in bed and fast asleep. 
The result was that the letter created lit- 
tle or nothing in the way of a sensation. 

Among the few who could be reached the 
opinion seemed general that the ex-Presi- 
dent’s letter changed matters but little, ex- 
cept that it made Indiana open ground for 
, the missionary efforts for other candidates, 
which was not the case before. 

The Indiana men seem to. attach little im- 
portance to the letter, as they say they re- 
serve the right to put the ex-President in the 
field at any time there is a chance for the. 
nomination. Politicians generally agree the 
letter is sincere, and that Gen. Harrison has 
never contemplated seriously becoming a 
candidate for reélection. Among the Illinois 
men there was considerable talk to the effect 
that Senator Cullom’s chances were im- 
proved considerably by Harrison’s with- 
drawal, and it was insisted from this time 
on he must be considered as an 'Tllinoi’ can- 
didate. 

Senator Cullom’s Views. 

When waked out of a sound sleep to hear 
the news of the withdrawal of his Indiana 
rival Senator Cullom said: ‘‘ Iam surprised 
at his withdrawing, although. it will not 

| “th’any way. irdiana may 
go for McKinley, however, as I see they have 
been doing some work there. When I with- 
drew my name from the convention four 
years ago Mr. Harrison remarked everybody 
knew I meant whatI said. He was finding 
fault at the time with what a certain other 
man had done. Sol assume if he saw fit to 
write a Ietter on this subject he would put it 
unequivocally whichever way he desired. 

“I have not believed for some time past 
that he would allow the use of his name. 
Ex-President Harrison is a man of great 
force of character, as well as great ability, 
and he always speaks, when he speaks at 
all, with no uncertain sound. This is true 
whether as to his own personal ambitions 
or desires or upon any of the great questions 
of the day.”’ 

It is said the friends of Allison, Reed, and 
McKinley long ago became convinced that 
the ex-President would not allow his name 
to be presented to the convention and they 
Lave not allowed any grass to grow under 
their feet in Indiana. The Allison men es- 
pecially claim to have been on particularly 
zood terms with the Indiana leaders, while 
the Reed leaders long ago claimed the State 
as against McKinley. 

All parties unite in declaring their belicf 
in Gen. Harrison’s sincerity, but it is ad- 
mitted his letter does not take him out of the 
race entirely or prevent the Indiana men 
rallying around him should a favorable op- 
portunity offer. 

Opinions on the Letter. 


Of Presidential candidates William R. Mor- 
rison of Illinois was one who was willing to 
break the traditional rules of silence. Speak- 
ing as a Democrat he said: ‘* Although it is 
not my place to pick out Republican nomi- 
nees, Gen. Harrison would have made a cred- 
itable President, assuming that he could 
have been elected again.”” | 

Representative Jesse Overstreet of the 
Fifth District of Indiana apparently spoke

FOUND DEAD IN HIS SEAT. 


EDWARD H. JOHNSON SUDDENLY 
DIES ON A SUBURBAN TRAIN. 


Consulting Engineer of the Chicago 
and Northwestern Railway Com- 
pany, in Whose Employ He Had 
Been for Twenty-five Years—Pro- 
fessional Career Begins in the 
Brooklyn Navy-Yard — Highly Es- 
teemed by His Business Associates. 

Edward H. Johnson, for twenty-five years 
in the employ of the Chicago and North- 
western railway company, and known all 
over the country as one of the ablest of 
railway civil engineers, died suddenly at 
8:30 o’clock last night in one of the coaches 
of a Chicago-bound suburban train. Dr. 
Beifield, one of the surgeons for the com- 
pany, said he thought death was due to 
heart disease. 

Mr. Johnson lived at No. 2619 North 
Paulina street, Ravenswood, and was com- 
ing into Chicago for the purpose of accom- 
panying President Marvin Hughitt and Gen- 
eral Manager J. M. Whitman of the Chicago 
and Northwestern company on a trip over 
the Wisconsin division of the road. 

As he did not leave his seat when the train

“His relatives live at Rochester, N. Y., 
and he frequently visited there. For many 
years he was chief civil engineer for the 
Northwestern, but three years ago he was 
made consulting engineer, a position of 
greater importance, but of less labor and 
less absolute responsibility. 

“His death was a great shock to the 
officials of the company. He was in my 
office today and was apparently never in 
better health and spirits. Mr. Johnson was 
not married and was, I believe, about 65 
years old. The interment will no doubt be 
at Rochester.”’

Oak Park Merchants Make War on the 
Electric Line. 

Merchants in Lake street itn Oak Park 
made victorious war yesterday on the Cicero 
and Proviso Street railway company.

The 
merchants congratulated themselves on the

ARCHBISHOP WALSH AND MANITOBA 


Will Advise Catholics to Vote as Their 
Consciences Dictate. 

Toronto, Ont., Feb. 3.—This week Arch- 
bishop Walsh will address a letter to the 
press stating his position on the Manitoba 
school question.

The 
Springfield delegation was headed by Al- 
fred Orendorff, Thomas Rees, Committee- 
man Ricks of Christian, and Chairman Wil- 
son of the Sangamon County Democratic 
committee. Nicholas Worthington and 
Frank J. Quinn were at the head of the 
Peoria delegation, while ex-Mayor John 
Warner remained down-stairs, beating the 
brush in favor of his town. 


Peoria Wants the Convention. 


Warner is a little touchy whenever any- 
body says anything against Peoria. ‘ She's 
the best little city in Illinois, outside of Chi- 
cago,” says Mayor Warner, “and she's 
growing. She’s got somewhere between 
70,000 and 150,000 inhabitants, and the good 
of the party demands that the convention go 
there. I’m getting ‘dad-burned’ tired of 
going to Springfield.”’ 

While Mayor Warner was singing the 
praises of Peoria down-stairs Judge Worth- 
ington was making an address to the com- 
mittee. He made the same kind of a talk the 
Peorians did when they came to Springfield 
last week to get the Republican State con- 
vention. Mr. Worthington is a captivating 
speaker and Peoria fared well at his hands. 
The city was about as lively as Paris, with 
all the commercial enterprise of New York. 
It had unusual facilities for a conventicn, a 
hall that would compare favorably with the 
Coliseum at Rome, hotels to throw to the 
birds, and as for telegraph wires; why, it 
had a telegraphic service that would do 
credit to Chicago. Judge Worthington of- 
fered the whole city, body, soul, and rai- 
ment, if the Democrats would only come 
there and hold their convention, All he 
asked was the appointment of a committee 
just to come over to the city to learn what 
it could do. 


Sounds Praises of Springfield. 


Chairman Hinrichsen, aided by the Mac-

RESUBMISSION IN 


Prohibitionist Members of the Legis- 


lature Resent Criticism. 


Des Moines, Ia., Feb. 3.—(Special.)— 
A session of the State Amendment League 
was held this afternoon and another this 
evening in the rooms of the Horticultural 
Society in the Capitol. The principal speak- 
ers were Drs. Miller, Williams, and Fairall, 
Warmer Coffin, and Mrs. C. T. Cole. The 
speakers all took decided grounds in favor 
of resubmission. They said it had been re- 
ported they are afraid to have the’ amend- 
ment submitted for fear of its being de- 
feated. This they declared was not true. 
‘They were not fearful of defeat, but if it 
should fail ‘at the polls the present law 
would still remain in force, so they would 
lose nothing. 

The meeting decided to work with mem- 
bers of the Legislature in favor of resub- 
mission and against manufacturing, and it 
was urged that work for resubmission would 
necessarily have its effect against manu- 
facturing. It was not thought best by some 
of the speakers, however, to have the amend- 
ment submitted this year on account of the 
F'residential campaign, and those favoring 
this plan thought it would be best to have 
it submitted at a special election, to be 
held in the year 1897. It was voted to call 
a meeting of the Amendment League and 
various church and temperance organhiza- 
tions, to be held at Des Moines Feb. 11, for 
the purpose of declaring to the members of 
the Legislature the desires of the Prohibi- 
tionists of lowa. 

The meeting of the Prohibitionists this 
evening was not largely attended, but was 
decidedly sensational. In addition to the 
members of the amendment league several 
officers of the W. C. T. U. were present. 
L. 8. Coffin presided, and the following reso- 
lution was offered: 

** Resolved, That while we are unalterably 
opposed .to any legislation permitting the 
manufacture of intoxicating liquors in Iowa 
yet first and above all we demand the pres- 
ent General Assembly carry out the pledges 
of the last General Assembly to submit the 
pending prohibition amendment to the peo- 
ple of Iowa at a special election to be held 
not later than June, 1897.”

FAVORS ANGLO-AMERICAN ALLIANCE 


Balfour Wonders What Burke Would 


Have Thought of America. 

London, Feb. 3.—The Rt.-Hon. A. J. Bal- 
four, First Lord of the Treasury and Con- 
servative leader in the House of Commons, 
spoke at Bristol tonight, confining himself 
‘mainly to home politics. 

He declared that the government had done 
all in its power to prevent the Armenian 
horrors, and that it had not prevented Rus- 
sia from intervening. Russia, he said, had 
not been willing to undertake the duty. 

Mr. Balfour closed with an eloquent per- 
oration in favor of an alliance between the 
two great Anglo-Saxon races. f 

“What would Edmund Burke have 
thought,”" he asked, ‘“‘ had he been living 
now, to have seen our brethren across the 
Atlantic forgetful of all the ties of kindred? 
His eloquent voice would have been raised 
in pleading for the ecmmon language of 
governments and hearts. If we have no 


Burke either here or in America I am well | 


persuaded that the gererous sense of both 
great countries will speak even without the 
mighty impulse of his voice. If that be so, 
and if we be in alliance with America, we 
can carry out the duties which Providence 
has intrusted to us. 

‘*T do not believe this empire need fear the 
menace of external foes. Still less do I be- 


lieve that it has anything to fear from the. 


menace of an internal division.” .

Russian Representations Are Said to 
Have Been Effectual for Prevention. 
London, Jan. 3.—A Gispatch to the St. 

James Gazette today from Washington says 
the correspondent of that paper has the 
highest authority for announcing that the 
entente between Russia and Turkey is 
known at the State Department and that it 
has had a most important effect in modify- 
ing the plan the administration had pre- 
pared to compel Turkey to pay an indemnity 
for the damage done to American prop- 
erty in Armenia. 

The correspondent says in spite of denial 
he is able to assure the readers of his paper 
that a naval demonstration upon the part 
of the warships of the United States Was 
prepared and that a Cabinet meeting ap- 
proved the policy of bringing pressure to 
bear upon Turkey. 

He also says Secretary Olney entered into 
communication with Russia and Great 


‘Britain, asking them if they would oppose 


this action of the United States against 
Turkey. Great Britain’s reply, he says. was 
favorable; but, he adds, Russia informe: 
Mr. Olney that it preferred there should be 
no naval demonstration at that time, as Rus- 
sia was negotiating to bring about a restora- 
tion of order in Turkey, which country L. 
I.. de Kotzébue, Russian Minister to the 
Tnited States, is said to have informed Mr. 
Olney would pay any indemnity required. 
Therefore, still according to the correspond- 
ent of the St. James Gazette, the projected 
demonstration of United States war vessels 
in Turkish waters was abandoned.

WORDY WARFARE IN REICHSTAG. 


Debate on the Proposed Common Civil 
Code for All the States. 
{SPECIAL CABLE BY WALTER JAEGER. } 

Berlin, Feb. 3.—[Copyrighted, 1896, by the 
New York Journal.]—The debate on the pro- 
posed common civil cede for all the States 
in the German Empire bégan in the Reichs- 
tag today, and resulted in a violent wordy 
warfare. 

It will be remembered a common penal 
code has been in force for some time, and 
was introduced without much opposition 
from the various parties. It wae antici- 
pated, however, that the Centrists would op- 
pose this bill. 

The present bill is so remodeléd it can 
hardly be identified with the one rejected 
in 1888, but notwithstanding the many con- 
cessions made to the Catholics and othér 
religious elements it does not at all seem to 
accord with their views. 

Dr. Niederding, the Imperial Minister of 
Justice, in an eloquent address urged the 
passage of the measuré without delay. 


Opposes Civil Marriages. 


De Rintelen followed with a strong speech 
in which he tore the code to pieces, showing 
how from a social, religious, and political 
point of view it would prove a menace to 
the weal of the Fatherland. Nota line ofthe 
bill would be seconded by the Centrists, he 
declared, if marriage were to be divested of 
its Christian character. 

That part of the bill which threatens to 
facilitate the granting of divorces and to 
give women equal rights in the disposal of 
property met with obstinate opposition also 
on the part of the National Liberals as well 
as the Conservatives. 

Dr. von Cuny, a National Liberal, how- 
ever, advocated the adoption of the meas- 
ure with slight amendments. 


Banishment of Stoecker. 


The banishment of the arch Jew-baiter, 
Dr. Stoecker, from the Conservative party, 
fills the ex-court chaplain’s friend, the 
Kreuz-Zeitung, which was edited for so 
many years and finally robbed by Baron von 
Hammerstein, with crocodile grief. In 
plaintive tones the paper mourns over the 
great loss which it claims the party has sus- 
tained through the withdrawal of so emi- 
nent a votary. It styles him “ the most val- 
iant fighter,”” and believes he would have 
proven of invaluable service in coming social 
battles. 

The investigation into the premature an- 
nouncements.of amnesties in the Vorwaerts 
on the occasion of the recent jubilee was 
continued today. Even the Kaiser himself 
has taken a hand in the proceedings. Yes- 
terday he received the superintendent of 
Mittler & Son’s printing firm, in which the 
amnesty orders were printed, and, despite 
the latter’s plausible explanations, he up- 
braided him for an apparent breach of con- 
fidence. But imperial anger does not solve 
the mystery. Herr Stadthagen, member of 
the Reichstag, ths excited much suspicion 
by his refusal to testify during the inquiry.

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SPAIN DEFEATS CUBANS. 


GEN. MARIN REPORTS A SUCCESSFUL 
CHARGE OF CAVALRY. 


‘Meets the Insurgents Near the San An- 


tonio Plantation and His Newly Ac- 
quired Horsemen Put Them to 
Flight—Gen. Campos Arrives in 
Spain and the Expected Demostra- 
tion Against Him Does Not Manifest 
Itself—De Lome and Olney. 

{SPECIAL CABLE BY AUGUSTUS ROEDER.) 

Havana Cuba, Feb. 3.—(Copyrighted, 1896, 
by the Press Publishing Company, New 
York World.}—Gen. Marin had an encounter 
with the insurgents near Alquizar yester- 
day which was of more than ordinary in- 
terest because it was the first real fight be- 
tween Spanish cavalry and rebel guerrillas. 

Of the twenty insurgents left dead on the 
field eleven were killed by cavalry sabers. 

The Spanish Generals, realizing that it is 
utterly impossible to crush the insurgents, 
who are splendid horsemen, with foot sol- 
diers, are rapidly transforming the infantry 
into cavalry. 

Gen. Marin learned yesterday that Gen. 
Gomez was near the Luz sugar plantation, 
not far from Alquizar. That meant that 
Gomez had again succeeded in crossing the 
Trocha, moving west. Gen. Marin ordered 
a brigade of infantry as a main body to 
pursue the insurgents, sending in ad- 
vance seven squadrons or cavalry, picked 
from the mounted Spanish guerrillas of the 
island, under Col. Ruiz. 

On nearing San Antonio plantation Col. 
Ruiz espied the rebel advance guard. With 
perfect order and drawn swords, shouting 
* Viva Espana,” the cavalry charged, cut- 
ting right and left as they dashed through 
the insurgent skirmish lines and reached 
the main body of the rebels. Many prison- 
ers are said to have been taken. 


Gen. Marin’s Report. 

Here is Gen. Marin’s report of the affair, 
addressed to Gen. Suarez Valdez, who is 
acting as Governor-General while Marin is 
at the front, with the request that it be for- 
warded to the Minister of War in Madrid: 

** Accompanying the brigade operating un- 
der my immediate orders in the pursuit of 
Maximo Gomez and learning that the latter 
arrived today and was encamped at 
the Luz sugar “plantation, I _ sent 
in advance two infantry columns, 
marching in close order. Seven squadrons 
of cavalry, commanded by Col. Ruiz, went 
as a vanguard of the force I directly com- 
manded. They encountered the insurgent 
advance guard in the neighborhood of the 
San Antonio sugar mill. The latter were 
swept away by our hdrsemen, who threw 
themselves impetuously and in perfect order 
upon a second line, and afterward upon the 
main body of the enemy stationed in the 
neighborhood of the Luz sugar mill, putting 
them to flight. 

“The cavalry gloriously upheld the repu- 
tation of the army.”’ 

‘‘Our casualties consist of one Lieutenant 
and one Sergeant of the Camajuani Bat- 
talion, a soldier of the Pizarro, and another 
of Sagunto wounded. The losses of the in- 
surgents were thirty killed. Of these eleven 
were killed with sabers. I do not know the 
number of the enemy’s wounded. 

‘‘Our forces captured several prisoners 
and some ammunition and camp effects. 

“The third column, commanded by Gen. 
Correll, which operates in eonjunction with 
the other two, is following in pursuit of nu- 
merous parties who are trying to join the 
Gomez forces. I do not know the result.

Hold-Up Officially Reported. 


The first official news of the holding up of 
a train between San Felipe and Pozo Redon- 
do on Saturday evening was given out by the 
Spanish palace ‘authorities today. It veri- 
fies my report cabled to the World last night. 

Great indignation is felt in Spanish circles 
and voiced in the Diario de la Marina to- 
night because the intention to remove tris 
train south with large supplies of ammuni- 
tion and provisions for the Spanish troops 
leaked out. The train, escorted by fifty sol- 
ciers, in command of Maj. Francisco Lopez 
Fovaruelo, started from San Felipe about 5 
p. m. Saturday, bound for Batabano, the 
extreme southern point of the so-called mili- 
tary line. One armed car was attached. 

Near Pozo Redondo the track had been 
torn up, and just before the train reached 
the spot a volley was fired from the sugar 
fields on each side. The train was quickly 
stopped and immediately insurgents were 
circling about -it, firing continuously. The 
Spanis guard responded vigorously from an 
armored car. Firing was kepfup for hours. 
The Spanish soldiers fought bravely, against 
heavy odds, but they could not prevent the 
looting of the cars, several of which were 
finally burned. 


Engineer Walked Back. 


The engineer and fireman escaped, and 
walked back to San Felipe, where they re- 
ported the facts. 

Gen. Linares, who is stationed there, hur- 
ried four infantry companies to the trains. 
The troops arrived three hours after the 
hold-up. Seeing them the rebels, who had 
maintained a continuous fire on the guard 
in the armored car, rode away. 

Maj. Fovaruelo, one volunteer officer, one 
Sergeant, and three soldiers were killed, 
and six soldiers were wounded. hree reb- 
els are said to have been killed. 

At first it was rumored that the insurgents 
captured two rapid-fire guns, which were 
said to be on the train, but this is denied. 

The usual number of small skirmishes 
occurred later, but no fight of consequence 
is reported. 

While in Artemsia Gen. Marin captured 
one of Gomez's scouts, who was tried by 
drum-head court-martial, convicted of 
treason, and sentenced to life imprisonment. 
He is already on the way to the African 
penal colony. 

At Alquizar Marin addressed the citizens, 
who greeted him cordially. He declared 
that he would punish all reported to be dis- 
loyal to Spain. The people of the place or- 
ganized volunteer companies, and sites were 
selected for block-houses., 

It is reported officially that on entering 
San Juan, Martiez, Pinar del Rio Province; 
some days ago, Gen. Luque found the in- 
surgents had fortified themselves in houses. 
After some sharp fighting the rebels were 
dislodged and driven out of town, leaving 
seven dead. Four prisoners were taken. 

The situation, from a military standpoint, 
is practically unchanged. There is no po- 
litical situation, and has been none since 
Gen. Campos left. 

Gen. Marin is still near Quivican. Maceo, 
who has been to the extreme western end 
of Pinar del Rio Province, which means the 
end of the island, crossed today, I learn, into 
Havana Province. He is now supposed to be 
a few miles southeast of Guanajay, march- 
ing east along the same route Gomez took 
last week. : 

Gomez's last march west into Pinar del 
Rio, 1 hear, was for the purpose of connect- 
ing, if possible, with the filibustering ¢xpe- 
dition which set out from New York on the 
steamer Hawkins, which foundered off Bar- 
negat. The Hawkins is said to have been 
bound for a port of that province. 


Campos Reaches Spain. 


Havana was greatly disturbed at midnight 
last night by the shouts of newsboys selling 


. extras just issued. The news was the safe 


arrival of Campos at Corunna. After he 
left Havana a report was spread that on his 
arrival in Spain there would be a big demon- 
stration against him. 

Madrid advices say he landed quietly, dis- 
missed the guard of troops provided in an- 
ticipation of trouble, and quietly went on 
foot to the palace. There was a large crowd 
of people at the palace eager to catch a 
glimpse of him, and after awhile the General 
appeared on the balcony and made a speech. 

Shortly after landing Gen. Campos was 
told that the Marquis of Apezteguia, Presi- 
dent of the Constitutional party in Cuba, 
had resigned. 

“TJ am very glad to hear that,”’ Gen. 
Campos remarked. 

In conversation afterwards with army of- 
ficers of high rank who called to pay their 
respects Gen. Campos said: 

“Fate has been against me. I erred. [ 
have disappointed the hopes of the people. 
I hope my successor will be more fortunate.”

Both sides claim the victory, but as the 
official report does not state the Spanish 
losses the insurgent claim is accepted as 
nominally correct. This is to the effect that 
Marin lost about 200 men, 500 Mauser rifles, 
and a considerable quantity of ammuni- 
tion. 

Gomez, the report says, handled his forces 
with rare skill and escaped with a loss of less 
than a dozen men.

STAGE WAITS FOR GEN. WEYLER, 
Spaniards Are Concentrating Their 
Forces and Ready.

Havana, Feb. 3.—{Copyrighted, 1896, by 
the New York Journai.}—The flag of Spain 
streamed from the high places in Havana 
yesterday like the Stars and Stripes of the 
North on Fourth of July. 

At night the concert by the military, band 
in the central park was attended by many 
thousands, and all the styles of Southern 
beauty were largely represented, and the 
effect of the picturesque dresses was en- 
hanced by the buttons and lace of the of- 
ficers. 

When the concert was concluded the crowd 
poured out from the enormous Theater Ta- 
con, where a comic opera had been rendered, 
and the scene was one cf splendid festivity. 

It was almost midnight and the multitude 
swarmed thickest when there was an ex- 
plosion of sharp cries from scores of news- 
boys, who came like a flock of birds, and they 
were intent on business, screaming an ex- 
tra containing the news of the arrival of 
Campos in Spain. 

The cafés were humming with this after 
the streets were empty. 

Now it is definite, in the midst of a con- 
fusion of rumors, the rebel chieftains have 
retrograded from the west end,of the island 
and are declining to give battle save in 
skirmishing affairs with advance or rear 
gua ds. 

There are various theories about their 
western movement—one that it was cane 
burning, another that it was to meet the 
Hawkins expedition, another that it was to 
advertise the rebellion as appearing near 
Havana. Whatever it was Gomez promised 
his sympathizers in the Province of Matan- 
zas as he passed through coming this way 
that he would return in this month and take 
complete military possession of that district. 

The insurgents, who claim to have a seat 
of government in the mowvntains, the loca- 
tion and organization of which have been 
rather shadowy, now contend that Gomez 
and the Maceos will be able to set up an 
establishment in the center of the island. 
The story they have told of their western 
mission is probably true, that it was a raid 
én revenue and for recruiting purposes. 

The stage is waiting for the coming Cap- 
tain-General, and many things will happen 
when he comes. 

The military mistake of Campos seems to 
have been in diffusing the army and in hold- 
ing non-essential places. Evidently. there 
is a change going on to use larger forces 
at the few vital points—concentration rather 
than extension is the word. The great error 
on both sides in our big war was too much 
garrison duty, but the managers of each 
war have to be guided by their own experi- 
ences. , 


REFUGEES ARRIVING IN HUNDREDS. 


No Passports Will Be Granted After 
Gen. Weyler Arrives. 

Tampa, Fla., Feb. 3.—[Special.}—Two hun- 
dred refugees arrived from Cuba last night, 
bringing with them large quantities of lug- 
gage. They say no passports will be gps 
to Spanish subjects after Gen. Weyle® ar- 
rives.

NEPTUNO THOUGHT TO BE FOR CUBA. 


Has Artillery and Other Munitions of 
War on Board. 

New York, Feb. 3.--The steamer Neptuno, 
which its at Ramsey’s ship-yards at Perth 
Amboy, 1s believed now to be in good sail- 
ing condition. There ure séven Spanish de- 
tectives watching the vessel. They say that 
the Neptuno is being fitted out by the Cu- 
bans, and that when a favorable opportunity 
presents itself the Neptuno will steam away. 
The steamer can now make fourteen knots 
an hour. ‘ 

Thirty-five cases of arms and ammunition 
and five Hotchkiss guns are now on board 
the Neptuno. If it makes an attempt to ge* 
away from the Ramsey dock the seven Span- 
ish detectives will have it seized. 

It has been at the ship-yards for weeks 
and has been thoroughly overhauled. Be- 
fore coming here it lay for a time off Ho- 
boken. The Cubans deny that they own the 
vessel and say that it is going to Venezuela. 
The Spanish officers are keeping the Minister 
in Washington fully informed of everything 
that is done to the Neptuno in the Ramsey 
ship-yards. The Spanish officers are inclined 
to believe that an attempt will be made to 
get the Neptuno out of the ship-yards some 
dark night. So far as can be learned no 
officers have appeared in this place to man 
the Neptuno, but they are believed to be in 
the vicinity and only waiting a favorable 
opportunity to sail. 

Severe criticism is still being passed in 
Cuban circles on the manner in which the 
preliminary arrangements of the Hawkins 
expedition were made. A prominent leader 
among the local revolutiohists said today: 

** Representative Palma will certainly be 
held directly responsible for the failure of 
the Hawkins to reach Cuba. He has been 
severely criticised for having permitted 
$100,000 worth of arms and ammunition lo 
go to sea ina rotten hulk.” 


OFFICIAL REPORT OF ENGAGEMENTS 


Dispatch Sent to Minister of War in 
Madrid. 

Washington, D. C., Feb. 3.—Sefior Dupuy 
de Lome, the Spanish Minister, today re- 
ceived the following copy of the official dis- 
patch sent today to the Minister of War in 
Madrid: 

‘*‘Havana, Feb. 3.—The column of Gen. 
Luque surprised on the 27th in San Juan 
and Martinez, Province of Pinar del Rio, a 
band commanded by Varona. The insurg- 
ents defended themselves in the houses of 
the village and were driven away, leaving 
seven killed, four prisoners, and some arma. 
On the troops’ side there were three privates 
seriously wounded and two slightly. 

“A railway train with rations for the 
troops was derailed by an enemy band be- 
tween San Felipe and Pozo Redondo, in the 
railway line between Havana and Batabano. 
The egeort of the train, composed of fifty 
men of the Baleares and Canarias Rat- 
talions,®* made a strong defense, and were 
timely reinforced by four companies of 
Baleares sent by Gen. Linares. Our losses 
were a Major, Francisco Lopez Tabaduela, 
one surgeon, and three privates of Baleares 
killed; an officer, one private of Asturias, and 
five of Baleares seriously wounded, and 
fifteen mules killed. In the fight Lieut. Mon- 
cada who took the command pending the 
arrival of the reinforcement, and some 
soldiers, whose names I will give, and the 
Captain, Don Domingo Orraiz, who com- 
manded the vanguard of the rescue forces, 
distinguished themselves. The enemy was 
repulsed and left three killed and fourteen 
rifles on the field. 

“On the 28th the column of Gonzales Moro 
of the Talavera Regiment defeated with 130 
men the band of Zayas, of about 500, in

killing five. The chief of the column and 
two privates were very seriously wounded. 
Two more were wounded, but not seriously,

O'CONNOR IS FOR PEACE. 


BELIEVES THAT IRISH DISCORD 
WILL SOON CEASE. 


Journalist and Member of Parliament 
Thinks That Sexton Can Unite All 
Factions Under His Chairmanship— 
John Dillon Is Strong in His Ad- 
vocacy—Looks for Cordial Co-op- 
eration as a Preliminary—Hopes to 
See Justin McCarthy Rewarded. 

[SPECIAL CABLE BY T. P. O’CONNOR.] 

London, Feb. 3.—(Copyrighted by the New 
York Journal.]—It is possible that we are at 
the beginning of a new and better epoch 
than the Irish cause or party has seen since 
the great split. The feeling favoring resto- 
ration of unity is, I believe, getting too 
&trong in Ireland to be.resisted by any man 
or any body of men. 

Much of the future of the greater section of 
the party—which I avoid naming the anti- 
Parnellite section, hoping that this term 
will soon be dead in the past which all 
should bury—will depend on Sexton. Hecan 
fet the unanimous election, I believe, to the 
Chairmanship, as there is no one whom any 
section could or would put forward with 
a chance of success against him. As a mat- 
ter of fact, some of those named in possible 
egg are strongest in support of his elec- 
tion, 

This applies not only to John Dillon, who 
has urged the acceptance of the leader- 
ship on Sexton several times, but since it 
became certain that McCarthy would re- 
tire this year the desire among those who 
have formed the majority of the party re- 
cently led by McCarthy is, I believe, to 
close forever the era of disputes. 

[I believe, also, that this desite is strong 


- enough to make many of them lean to the 


abolition of the Parliamentary co 
the election of which has always been a 
source of bitterness in the past. This will 
avoid the question whether Healy should or 
should not be a member of the committee, 
a question on which it seems not to be pos- 
sible to have unanimity. As to the Parnell- 
ites, though some of their language has 
not been encouraging, I believe they will 
also be driven into unity by force of circum- 
stances. 

I do not say that unity will, or ought neces- 
Sarily to take the form of fusionat once. At 
first a cordial codperation by previous con- 
Sultation between men of the two sections 
would do well enough for the present, and 
would probably lead to closer, and finally to 
actual union. 

All these things make me take a more 
favorable view of the future of the Irish 
partics in the House of Commons. Neither 
freland nor the Irish race can ever sufficient- 
ly return thanks to McCarthy for his self-

English Papers Speak Kindly on His 
Retirement. 

‘SPECIAL CABLE BY JULIAN RALPH.] 

London, Feb. 3.—[Copyrighted, 1896, by the 
New York Journal.]—Among politicians of 
every stripe of the talk today was Justin 
McCarthy’s coming resignation from the. 
Chairmanship of the Irish party. T. P. 
O'Connor, who is the nearest friend of the 
gentle, scholarly leader of the Irish body in 
Parliament, made the announcement in his 
paper, the Sun, day, that the resignation 
will be. read tnd successor appointed at 
a meeting of all members of the party in 
Dublin on Saturday. 


The action is due to the leader’s.health. 
It is understood, however, that he will keep 
his seat in Parliament. 

McCarthy was interviewed today, but de- 
clined to discuss the subject, saying: 

““I must first see some of my colleagues 
before I can decide whether or not to make 
a statement before the meeting of the party 
takes place, and if so, where and when.” 

It is understood that privately he offers no 
other reason than the effect of the strain on 
his health of five years’ leadership. 

The choice of a new leader is a delicate 
task on account of the position of the Healy- 
ites, who want proportionate representation 
in the ceuncils of the party. Sexton re- 
mains silent, but all agree that if he decides 
to accept no other member of the party can 
make head against his majority. 


Kind Words from English. 


All the English papers yield high praise 
to McCarthy on his retirement. They take 
the tone that he was never a politician and 
never fitted to succeed Parnell, and yet, 
though he failed to combine al! factions 
under one head, he carries into retirement 
the respect, esteem, and Sympathy of all 
sections of the House of Commons. It is 
a curious fact that John Redmond, speak- 
ing at Clonmel on Sunday, betrayed the deep 
feeling of the Parnellites against the Mc- 
Carthyites. He called McCarthy’s majority 
*‘treacherous frauds, faithless colleagues, 
and incapable politicians.” 

In the face of this, T. P. O’Conner sends 
to the Journal the statement that he, at 
least, has a strong statement on the eve of 
harmony and union, which desirable state 
Redmond, in his Clonmel speech, referred to 
thus: 

“It was not coiperation the McCarthyites 
wanted, but a sort of fusion—union on the 
principle of the shark and its prey.”’ 

Nevertheless, there is in all papers and 
most Irish circles a great deal of talk of the 
possibility of harmony to be obtained by 
concessions on the part of the McCarthyites, 
who are in the great majority. 


Lady Gordon Robbery. 


Ernest and Henry Crane were examined in 
the Old Bailey today in conjunction with Her- 
bert Krahan, who was arrested in New York 
last year on the charge of robbing a woman 
who calls herself Lady Gordon. 

They surrendered for sentence. Counsel 
said that the Cranes had settled with Mrs. 
Winifred Gordon. The Recorder demanded 
to know what settlement had been made, and 
was informed that the Cranes had paid the 
complainant $750 as compensation and $1,000 
with which to meet the costs of the suit. 

Counsel thought that these sums were 
ample, and added that Lady Gordon had 
done all she could to aggravate the evidence 
against the prisoners. The Recorder said: 

“That might be, but one fact is undisput- 
ed, and that is that this woman was kept a 
prisoner in a howse without the conven- 
iences of civilization from Saturday to Mon- 
day. That in itself is a gross offense.” 

He bound the Cranes over in the sum of 
$2,000 each to appear for sentence when 
called upon. Krahan had been discharged 
at the previous hearing. 

Bacillus Killed by Sunlight. 

Dr. Willoughby Wade, F. R. C. P., writes 
to the Standard that it is known that the 
bacillus of tubercule is sterilized by direct 
sunlight. It is not known, however, which 
portion of the spectrum produces this effect, 
but it is quite possible that the violet or 
chemical rays perform the operations. If 
so-it is also possible that the rays generated 
in the new Roentgen photography would 
have the same powers. 

In that case the new photography would 
furnish medicine with an agent it has long 
been seeking, a remedy which would sterilize 
tubercule bacilli within the patient's body.

INDIA TAXES ALL WOVEN COTTONS. 


Whether Imported or Made in India 
for Home Consumption. 

Calcutta, Feb. 3.—The cotton duties act 
has been passed. It exempts all yarns from 
duty and imposes 3% per cent on all woven 
cotton goods imported or made in India for 
home consumption. 

Its object is to remove any ground for com- 
plaint on the part of the Lancashire trade 
of protection being afforded to the Indian 
mills on the present system. 

The transfer of taxation from yarns to 
woven goods is opposed by the Indian mill- 
owners, upon whom a larger proportion of 
taxation will now be levied, while the burden 
of the Lancashire trade will be considerably 

ced.

The suspension of three students yesterday 
morning caused the trouble. They were: 

George A. Burchell, Erie, Ill. 

Howard D. Casey, Chicago. 

J. H. Rumefield, Chicago. 

The reason given for ordering these stu- 
dents home was insubordination. Coupled 
with this was the announcement it was done 
partly ‘‘on general principles.”" To this ex- 
planation the study body took exception. 
Calling a meeting the action of the faculty 
was condemned and a committee of three 
was named to ask the faculty to commute 
the sentence. This committee was com- 
posed of J. R. Henderson, an officer and lead- 
er of the academy Yourg Men's Christian 
Association; John 8S. Miller, Captain of the 
football and baseball teams: and Fred N. 
Baylies. These students waited upon the 
faculty before chapel. When it was ex- 
plained the boys wanted the action rescinded 
or they would go home, Principal Charles 
A. Smith merely said: 

* All right—good-by.”’ 

Prof. Smith did not go to chapel. The 
boys, however, vented their displeasure upon 
other members of the faculty. The noise 
was intolerable. Prof. Wilton W. Trousdale 
took the place of the absent principal. He 
overlooked the confusion and indications of 
bad temper. He began the service by read- 
ing scriptural responses. He did his part 
pleasantly, but there were pauses where the 
boys should have read the responses. It be- 
gan to grow embarrassing. Then Prof. 
Trousdale gave the responses also. 

Another hitch came when Prof. W. F. 
Dudley arose to conduct the “‘ Gloria.” As 
a rule the Lake Forest boys sing lustily. 
This time Prof. Dudley rendered a solo. 

When chapel was dismissed the students 
groaned and hissed. Some one shouted: 

“‘ What’s the matter with Brewer?” 

“ He’s no good,” answered a chorus. It 
was repeated to include the names of sev- 
eral professors for expressions of good will 
or condemnation. 

Throughout the day the uproar continued, 
with class-rooms almost deserted and the 
boys packing trunks. 


What Started the Row. 


Bad feeling was first caused last Wednes- 
day w letter Principal Smith is said to 
have ten to the parents of one of the 
students advising against his moving into 
the East End dormitory, characterizing the 
dormitory boys as rowdyfsh. 

On Saturday night there was a pillow fight 
in East End hall and the house was a scene 
of disorder. It was followed by a cat-call 
party in the room of George Burchel. Prof. 
William F. Brewer, who is hardly older than 
the students, tried to restore order. The 
boys locked him out, blew out the lights, and 
the noise increaSed. When he learned the 
names of the dozen boys in the room Prof. 
Brewer gave demerits to Rumsfield and 
Casey. They were also forbidden to go to 
church on Sunday night, which is aceounted 
a grievous punishment by the students of 
that Presbyterian settlement. 

Young Casey visited Prof. Brewer late to 
get permission to go to worship. It wae de- 
nied and he was ordered back to his room. 
He refused to go at first until another pro- 
fessor induced him to comply. Rumsfield 
called a .few minutes later on a similar 
mission. Meeting a like reception he told 
the young professor he was much disliked 
because of such acts of authority. Both 
students were thought to have shown in- 
subordination in this conduct, and, along 
with Burchel, the host of the noisemakers, 
they were suspended. 

‘‘ Saturday night’s conduct was the climax 
of growing insubordination and disrespect to 
masters,”” said Principal Smith last night. 
“It was literally the straw that broke the 
camel's back. We must maintain discipline 
although it take every student from school. 
I will sustain my professors to the last. 
None will be received back without making 
a satisfactory apology.”’ 

President John M. Coulter of Lake Forest 
University said he had not been called on for 
advise, but if so he would counsel the faculty 
to stand by their action. 


DEATH OF COL. WII.LIAM P. THOMPSON 


President of the Ohio River Railroad 
and the Lead Trust. 
Parkersburg, W. Va., Feb. 3.—[Special.}— 
Again within a year has the Ohio River 
railroad been bereft of a President. Col. 
William P. Thompson, who recently suc- 
ceeded his brother in that position, died 

this morning in New York City. 

In 1881 Col. Thompson removed to Cleve- 
land, O., becoming first Secretary, and later 
on Vice-President of the Standard Oil com- 
pany. In 1887 he removed to New ork, re- 
signing the Vice-Presidency of the Standard 
Oil Company of Ohio, and became Chairman 
of the Domestic Trade committee, having 
supervision of the domestic trade business 
of the Standard organizations in America. 
In June, 1889, Col. Thompson resigned his 
official relations with the Standard Oil trust 
and its various companies, having been 
unanimously elected President of the Na- 
tional] Lead Trust, which position he occu- 
pied at the time of his death. 

At the close of the war, owing to the laws 
prohibiting Confederate soldiers from prac- 
ticing law in the State of West Virginia, he 
undertook to practice law in Chicago, but 
his health failing he returned to West Vir- 
ginia. 


Danraven Consults Prince of Wales. 

London, Feb. 4.—The Chronicle says it be- 
lieves it can answer the question asked by 
the St. James’ Gazette, “ What is Dunraven 
waiting for?’’ The Chronicle answers: 

“He has gone to Sandringham to confer 
with his Commodore, the Prince of Wales, 
before committing himself to a final step 
in the controversy. We understand Lord 
Dunraven has been at Sandringham sevy- 
eral days, and the wire with London has 
been active during the whole time. The 
Prince of Wales has always been deserved- 
ly credited with the greatest tact, and now, 


if ever, that quality will be put to the test.” | 


England Stirring Armenians Up.

ANTI-HORSE MEAT ORDINANCE IS 
° PASSED BY THE ALDERMEN. 


—_—_—_—_————— 


Foreign Insurance Companies to Be 
Taxed and Their Agents to Pay 
Licenses—Ordinance Introduced to 
‘Repeal the Near Crossing Street 
Car Law — Controller Ordered to 
Transfer Unexpended Balances to 
the General Fund. 

Here is what the Council did at its meeting 
last night: 

Passed the ordinance prohibiting any per- 
son from engaging in the traffic of horse 
meat. 

Passed Ald. Greenacre’s ordinance impos- 
ing a tax upon foreign insurance companies 
and requiring foreign insurance agents to 
pay a license. 

Referred to the Judiciary committee an 
ordinance repealing the ordinance requiring 
street cars to stop on the near side of cross 
streets. 

Received and referred to the Committee 
on Finance Controller Wetherell’s estimates 
for the annual appropriatins. 

Ordered the Controller to transfer all un- 
expended balances, amounting to $44,063, to 
the general fund. 

Referred an ordinance for an electric 
burglar alarm system on the North Side to 
the Judiciary committee. 

Mayor and Madden Have a Tilt. 

The Council proceedings were enlivened by a 
spirited tilt between Ald. Madden and Mayor 
Swift, The Mayor had ordered the roll called 
on the passage of an ordinance imposing a 
license fee on foreign insurance companies 
of 2 per cent of their gross receipts, to be paid 
into the city treasury each year. Ald. Mad- 
den was on the floor claiming recognition 
when Clerk Van Cleave called Ald, Coughlin. 
Ald. Coughlin, instead of voting, started in 
tc makeaspeech, Ald. Madden shouted: “I 
want to be heard!’ . The Mayor replied: 
“ The Alderman will be heard when his name 
is called.’”’ 

Ald. Madden—I arose in time and demanded 
recognition. 


The Mayor—The roll was being called and, 


Ald. Coughlin had got up to vote. 

Ald. Madden—But he didn’t vote. 

The Mayor—That is so; he started in to 
make a speech, as be had a perfect right to 


Oo. 

Then Ald. Madden said: ‘ I want recogni- 
tion, and I don’t propose to be cut off in that 
way.’ 

The Mayor (determinedly and calmly)—The 
Clerk will proceed with the roll call. 

The Council was in a good deal of confusion 
_at this time and the chair warmers in the 
gallery were shouting and cheering. Ald. 
_ Madden insisted he had risen respectfully in 
his seat and demanded recognition. The 
Mayor was using his gavel pretty lively, and 
he again directed the Clerk to go on with the 
roll call. 

The Clerk called the name of Ald. Ballard, 

ho responded he was ready to vote when 

got the opportunity. Ald. Madden was 

still on the floor demanding recognition, 
while the Mayor attempted by the use of his 
gavel to secure order... ~ 

Finally Madden exclaimed: I rise to a 
question of personal privilege.”” ‘On this 
' ground he was given recognition. He con- 
tinued: ‘‘1, as a member of the Council, 
arose and.addressed the Chair ina respectful 
manner. said I-wanted to be heard on this 
question, and -the Chair said the roll was in 
process of being called, and I called the at- 
tention of the Chair then to the fact no mem- 
ber of the Council had answered to the roll 
call, and J arose to protest against any such 
arbitrary ruling, and ] protest now. I gol- 
emnly protest as a representative of the 
Fourth Ward and not as an individual 
againat being cut off from an opportunity to 
answer the remarks of the gentlemen from 
other wards."’ 

Mayor Has His Say. 


The Alderman resumed his seat and the 
Mayor had his say, as follows: “There is 

.po disposition on the part of the Chairman to 
ignore the representatives of any constitu- 
ency of the City of Chicago, whether they 
represent 50,000 people, more 9r less. -The 
Chair thinks the gentleman is entirely ou’ 
of order in his question of ‘personal privi- 
lege.”’ 

The ordinance which was called up by Ald. 
Greenacre requires tion-resident fire insur- 
ance companies doing business in this city 
to pay into the City Treasury for the benefit 

of the Fire Department a sum equal to 2 p2r 

cent of the gross amount received for pre- 
miums by the agency in Chicago during the 
year ending on the Ist of every July for any 
insurance effected og agreed to be effected 
in Chicago by such corporation or associa- 
tion. No person is permitted to act as in- 
surance broker without paying a license 
fee of $25. The ordinance was passed by a 
vote of 48 to 15. 

Ald. Greenacre declared there wé@re only 
two objections to the ordinance. One was 
that if it should be passed the companies 
would withdraw the insurance patrol: and 
the other was that they would merely add 
the 2 per cent to the premium, and thus com- 
pel those who had property insured to pay 
this additional tax. In other cities, he said, 
the forcign corporations were compelled to 
pay license, and it was found the amount 
was not added to the premiums. The pre- 
miums received by foreign companies doing 
business in Chicago amounted annually to 
$5,000,000. The ordinance would therefore 
give the city a revenue of $100,000 annually 
which was much needed. f 


Madden Says It’s Unwise. 


Ald. Madden opposed the ordinance on the 
ground it would be unwise to impose this 
tax on the companies when many people in 
Chicago were unable ‘to obtain all the in- 
surance on their property they wanted. 

Ald. O'Neill fellowed in a similar strain. 
He insisted that the tax would be added to 
the premiums, and that the poorer class of 
people would, as usual, be required to pay it. 

Greeacre, in replying, lamented the 
fact that some members of the Council were 
always opposed to taxing corporations. 

Ald. Ballard said he was in sympathy with 
any movement to tax the insurance compa- 
‘nies, as he had been burned out three times 

.and never got any money. He feared, how- 
ever, he would have to pay this tax, with the 
other taxes, in case the ordinance was 


. It seemed to. Ald. Mann it was all a ques- 
tion of revenue for the City of Chicago. He 
never had heard insurance companies admit 
they were making money. It was barely 
possible they were in business for fun. Ald. 
Coughlin and Ald. Hamilton supported the, 
ordinance. Ald. Kent voted for it. 

Early in the proceedings Ald. Hepburn 
offered an ordinance repealing the ordinance 
compelling street car companies to stop their 
trains at the‘near side of street crossings. 
Ald, Hepburn said he thought the method of 
pel pnt cars at near crossings had become 
such a nuisance more than people in his 
district had come to him to have the ordi- 


ce repealed. 

**In the kind of weather we are having at 
oe get he said, ‘“‘the people are com- 

led to step off into the slush and mud that 
goes over their tops.

FROM THE CIVIL SERVICE REPORT. 


Important Facts Shown in the First 
Annual Document, 


The first armnual report of the Chicago Civil 
Service commission was officially transmit- 
ted by the Mayor to the Council last night. 
It covers the work done by the commission 
during four months, the applications re- 
ceived and examinations held, the rulings 
made and precedents established, together 
with official opinions rendered by the Cor- 
poration Counsel touching constructions of 
the law. 

Immediately on its appdintment the com- 
mission elected Johu M. Clark President. 
and he visited various cities to examine the 
methods of their civil service commissions. 
Edward J. Phelps was elected Permanent 
Secretary and Examiner. 

The commission classified official places of 
employment as “ labor ’’ and “ official.”” The 
labor class includes all skilled and unskilled 
workers, and the official class all other places 
in the city service except such as are ex- 
empted by. Sec. I1 of the act. 

Up to the close of business on Dec. 31, 1895. 
about 14,000 persons had been supplied with 
application blanks for positions in the “ of- 
ficial’’ service and 6,500 in the “ labor ”’ 
service, making a totai of fully 20,000 ap- 
plicants: Of the 14,000 * official ’”’ blanks is- 
sued 2,273 have been returned correctly 
made out, and are entered upon the books of 
the commission. Of the 6,500 “ labor ” ap- 
plications 1,552 have been returned and en- 
tered. * 

Early in September a General Board of Ex- 
aminers was created, consisting of seven 
members, of which W. K. Ackerman was 


made Chairman and Rollin A. Keys, Secre- | 


tary. Dr. J. R. Hawley was assigned to the 


commission from the Department of Health | 
as medical examiner in charge of the physic- | 
al and medical examinations of all appli- | 


cants. In conducting physical examinations 


for entrance to the Police and Fire Depart- | 
ments the same methods have been adopted | 


as used in New York City. 

With regard to employment of laborers, 
owing to the large area embraced the terri- 
tory within the city limits has been divided 
into districts, and, so far gs practicable, 
laborers have been certified for work in the 
district in which they live. The results of 
450 tests indicate medical and physica! ex- 
amination of laborers is practical and valu- 
able. No-educaétional test of unskilled labor- 
ers is required. 

Promotion examinations have been made 
throughout the entire Fire Department and 
a special examination for fifth grade me- 
chanical engineers in the Public Works De- 
partment. 

The advisability of vesting in the commis- 
sion the control of removals of persons who 
have entered the classified service under 
civil service rules and after examination 
seems to be generally conceded. For the 
purpose of controlling such.removals in the 
Police Department a Board of Investiga- 
tion has been appointed. The same general 
rules are pursued with the Fire Department. 
The rules of the commission as originally 
published contained a provision no person 
would be admitted to examination for offi- 
cial service who was more than 45 years of 
age. This rule was abolished and tests as to

CONTROLLER USES HIS AX. 


PRUNES DOWN ESTIMATES OF DE- 
PARTMENT HEADS BY 82,966,728. 


Says His Figures Are Based on Gross 
Receipts and Cannot Be Increased— 
Public Works Suffers Most, Being 
Cut Nearly OQne-half—Means Prac- 
tical Abandonment of Improve- 
ments—Police Will Not Get Wagons 
‘—Comparison with Former Years. 


The estimates prepared by the Controller 
and by the heads of the various departments 
of the city governrment for the municipal 
expenses for the year 1806, which were pre- 
sented to the Council last night, show the 
surprising difference of $2,966,728 in the ag- 
gregate. 

The wholesale slaughter of figures by Mr. 
Wetherell, it is explained, is not to be taken 
as a rebuke.to the officials making them: It 
is simply a case of necessity. The Control- 
ler admits the department estimates are not 
exorbitant, but, as he puts it, their column 
represents ‘‘ the ought "’ and his “ the must.’ 

In other words, he declares the gross re- 
ceipts of the city for the current year will 
be $8,205,240, and no more, and it was his 
duty, in accordance with the policy adopted 


Many of the street lamps will probably be 
cut out entirely and on some streets every 
other one will have to be lighted. This will 
have to be done, I think, in order that those 
districts that need more light than they have 
may be supplied by the sum appropriated for 
that purpose. 

“I have not scaled the salary list as much 
as the figures seem to show, since some of 
the employés have been transferred from 
the general estimate to what may be termed 
the self-supporting department basis. The 
Health Department needs every cent it asks 
for, and the Legal Department ought to have 
more, since we now have 1,000 cases on the 
docket and are apparently getting more 
and more behind. I have cut the House of 
Correction estimate so as to help the John 
Worthy SchooFa trifle. 

‘One enormous reduction I have made is 
in the judgment account. That is an injus- 
tice, but it was unavoidable. The $1,161,- 
130 named by the department ts not an est!- 
mate. It is a debt owed, and should be paid. 
If, however, that werc allowed to stand it

ments. When, therefore, I cut almost a 
million dollars from that account, f put offa 
creditor or in a sense deny a debt.

Departments Affected. 


In the figures presented to the Council last 
night it will be noticed certain of the smaller 
departmental estimates have not been 
touched by the Controller. This was be- 
cause of their minor importance. The esti- 
mates for Civil Service Commission and elec- 
tion expenses are fixed items, and practic- 
ally outside the Controller’s jurisdiction, and 
are hence not changed. Some of the depart- 
ments whose figures have been scaled down 
moderately will not be seriously affected, ex- 
cept that they will not,be enabled to provide 
desired extensions and equipment. . 

The Department of Public Works suffers 
most at the hands of Mr. Wetherell, being 
cut down almost half—$1,137,179. This, it 
is said, will mean the cessation of all efforts 
in the line of improvement, and possibly the 
abandonment of present structures to decay. 
It will also mean dirtier streets and alleys 
than have obtained during the last year.

Decision in Favor of the De Long Hook and Eye. 

Judge Acheson, inthe United States Circuit 
Court at Pittsburg, has just rendered in the 
ease of Richardson & De Long Bros. vs. 
Campbell & Smith an important decision of 
great interest, sustaining letters patent 
owned by Richardson & De Long Bros., 
which were granted to rank E. De Long for 
a humped hook and eye, and enjoining the 
defendants’ from selling the “ Golden 
Spring ’’ hooks and eycs.

It was not only in the streets but inches 
deep on the sidewalks, and foot passengers 
had a hard time. 

A man who wanted to board a street car 
not only had to wade in ice water but he 
was splashed with mud, ice, and a variety 
of other things. Everybody wanted to get 
from the sidewalk to the car track without 
setting their feet in the slush any more times 
than positively necessary. So they Jumped 
from one spot to another and every time 
they landed they landed hard. So everybody 
did more splashing yesterday than a canary- 
bird taking his morning bath. 

The trouble with the slush yesterday it 
was deceiving. It was on hand, or rather 
under foot, early, but the snow, which con- 
tinued falling covered it over and gave it 
the appearance of solid snow, and people 
confidingly stepped off the street car with 
the intention of tripping lightly over the 
snow. Sometimes the drifts seemed so deep 
they would wish for snow shoes, but after 
one step from the car they wished they had 
bladders on their feet. 

Clean the Crossings. 

Supt. Rhode put 122 men and thirty-six 
teams to work early cleaning the crossings, 
and Commissioner -Kent asked the “Civil 
Service commission for 100 men to work on 
the streets in the down-town district.

TRUST CLAUSE IN FAIR’S WILL VOID. 


Real Estate of the Multimillionaire to 
Be Distributed. 

San Francisco, Cal., Feb. 3.—Judge Slack 
today decided that the trust clause in the 
will of James C. Fair was invalid. 

The decision was rendered in the suit 


the Lick House property. The action was 
brought to test the validity of the iron- 


brought by Charles L. Fair to quit title to 
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clad obnoxious trust clause, and it was most 
strenuously opposed by W. 8. Goodfellow, 
one of the trustees. The other executors 
joined with the children in the attack on the 
clause, although they entered a formal de- 
fense to the action. 

Judge Slack’s decision is to the effect that 
the trust is invalid, not because it unduly 
suspends the power of alienation, but be- 
cause it is a trust created in real property 
for the conveyance of the same after the 
degth of the children, which is a trust pro- 
hibited by the laws of this State. He found 
that the trust as to the personal property 
was not involved in the action. 

The children of Mr. Fair have thus suc- 
ceeded in having it decided by the court 
that the will of their father, in so far as it 
deprives them of the residue of his real 
property, is absolutely void. Mr. Goodfel- 
low was sustained upon the single point in- 
volved in his denial of the children’s allie- 
gation that they were the owners of Lick 
House, and it now devolves upon them to 
prove that they derived title from their 
father. 

Over $10,000,000 of the Fair estate is In 
government bonds, and there is a great deal 
of other personal property, so the trustees 
poe earn fat fees despite Judge Slack’s de- 
cision.

Mr. Clarke, who is said to be a relative of 
Edwin Booth, and who looks enough like 
that actor to make the assertion plausible, 
is now first venturing out as a star in Shaks- 
pearean réles. He is apparently about 30 
years old, of a slender but unfortunately 
not very graceful figure: has a high, white 
forehead, dark eyes with !arge orbits, jet 
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nose, and a mouth which does not seem large 
enough to allow of an unobstructed utter- 
ance. The countenance is pleasing in its 
particulars and pleasing as a whole, but itis 
not as expressive as a study of it either in its 
particulars or as a whole would give reason 
to suppose. The voice, which completes the 
list of Mr. Clarke’s qualifications, is deep 
and strong, but it lacks resonance and some- 
how does not set the auditor’s emotions to 
vibrating in sympathy with it. 

The Hamlet Mr. Clarke presents is a 
melaneholy, mysterious youth perpetually 
vacillating between feminine softness and 
childish boisterousness. It did not contrive 
to make itself intelligible and was conse- 
quently uninteresting. But certain excis- 
ions from the text in the scene where Ham- 
let swears his companions to secrecy make 
it seem probable Mr. Clarke conceives Ham- 
let to be a madman. Adelaide Prince was 
an engaging and gentle Ophelia. ‘*‘ Ham- 
let *’ will continue to be played until tomor- 
row evening, when “ Richelieu ”’ will be put 
on.

In the love music Mr. William H. Rieger 
accomplished some beautiful work. At no 
time, perhaps, has he been heard here to 
greater advantage than in ‘‘ Thou Sweet 
Twilight, Be Welcome” and “ Angel 
Adored.’ In tone, conception, and phrasing 
the outcome was of admirable worth. 
Beyond this, on the deeper dramatic side, 
there was little beyond beauty of tone and 
the lighter lyric in conception. 

The least pleasing of the soloists, however, 
proved to be Mrs. Eleanor Meredith, who 
undertook the music of Margaret. The 
eminent German actress who ventured the 
remark that no woman ever knew how to 
act Margaret until she was too old to appear 
it would have placed the period still farther 
had the singing of it been taken into consid- 
eration. Mrs. Meredith’s voice is sweet 
clear, and of the passionless 
nown well fitted to church 
But for the impassioned music of 
Berlioz’s Margaret, notably in the song,

THE CALL FOR THE COUNTY CONVENTION 

A county convention to elect delegates to 
the State convention, which meets on the 
29th of April, and to nominate candidates 
for county offices, to be voted for on the 
8d of November, will be held on the 15th of 
February, a week from next Saturday. The 
County committee, having received instruc- 
tions to that effect from the powers that be, 
went through the formality of agreeing on 
a date yesterday afternoon. 

‘ae TRIBUNE has already given fully the 
reasons why it is opposed to so early a con- 
vention for the purpose of selecting dele- 
gates. All that it has said as to the im- 
propriety, the wrongfulness of such action 
applies with even greater force to this 


4 scheme to select in February candidates 


who are to be voted for eight and a half 
months later. It is as preposterous as it is 
unprecedented. Never before has it been 
proposed to put men in the field at the close 
of one winter to stay there till the begin- 
ning of the next. 

When the convention meets next week 
the men who are to run for town and Alder- 
manic offices at the April election will not 
have been picked out. Reversing the nat- 
ural order of things, the county and legisla- 
tive candidates will be chosen first and the 
yoters will be discussing State and national! 
politics when their exclusive attention 
should be devoted to municipal affairs and 
the choice of honest city officers. 

The calling of so early a convention for 
this double purpose—choosing delegates and 
making nominations—can be explained in 
two ways. It may be that some of those 
who compose the “ machine” are unwill- 
ing to trust their associates. Those who 
have been promised places on the county 


ticket may be afraid that they will be be- 


trayed after having helped their associates 
to get what they want at Springfield. A 
spirit of wise distrust may have convinced 
those who are to be rewarded last that it is 
safer to do the whole job at once so that 
they cannot be beattn out of their share 
of the spoils. 

But there is another and a better expla- 
nation. It is that the “ machine” dis- 
trusts the people and fears that they may 
become interested in political matters if 
there are any delays. It will be an easy 
matter to carry primaries next week. The 
voters are not aroused yet, and few will 
attend those primaries except the habitués 
—the regular political soldiers who follow 
the ward and precinct chiefs. If an oppor- 
tunity were given the people to think, to 
consult, and to organize, they might go to 
the primaries in such numbers that at many 
polls it would be impossible to “ handle ” 
them, and at others it would be possible to 
do it only by the unstinted use of irregular 
methods. It seems better to the leaders to 
take snap judgment in February, while the 
snow is on the ground, than to have to resort 
to bulldozing and “ fine work ” in the bright 
weather of an April day. 

The committee has obeyed instructions. 
Consequently, instead of discussing the 
qualifications-of candidates before nomi- 
nation, the Republican voters can discuss 
them afterwards. They will have eight 
months to do it in. Before half that time 
is over they will wish they had had some- 
thing to say as to who'should be chosen 
and may come to the conclusion that they 
could have made up a better slate which 
could have stood the wear and tear of eight 
months of hostile criticism. 


AN UNSATISFACTORY ASSURANCE. 

The Chairman of the Committee on Ways 
and Means informs some members of the 
Merchants’ Association of Boston that “ all 
the trouble with the greenbacks will be 
overcome simply by providing sufficient 

revenue to prevent a deficiency.” 

He would have come néarer the truth had 
he told them the present insufficiency of rev- 
enue was one cause of the trouble with the 
greenbacks, but that it was not the sole 
cause. He should have told them that as 
long as imports exceed exports and trade 
balances have to be paid in gold, and the 
easiest way to get that gold is by presenting 
legal tenders for redemption, the green- 
backs will be a thorn in the flesh. 

The solid men of Boston who called on the 
Chairman to ask that effective measures he 
taken for the maintenance of the gold 
standard know as well as he does that there 
is legal tender government paper to the 
amount of half a billion. They know that 
whatever portion of that half billion of 
paper money is not locked up in the Treas- 
ury can be used to extract gold therefrom 
when needed for any purpose—to be shipped 
abroad or to be hoarded at home. 

These Boston merchants are familiar also 
with the fact that the Treasury has not the 
facilities for obtaining and maintaining a 
sufficient gold reserve which banks haveat 
home or abroad. They know that in- 
creased revenue will not give it those need- 
ful facilities, nor will the passage of a law 
for the sale of “ coin” bonds do so. 

Therefore, when Chairman Dingley told 
those merchants the dangers to the Treas- 
ury they feared would be averted by the 
passage of two short House bills—one to 
provide more revenue and the other for Pe 
sale of 3 per cent “coin” bonds—these 
merchants must have felt they knew a good 
deal more about the matter than he did. 


THE INDIAN TERRITORY. 

There is an impression at Washington 
that the President has come to the conclu- 
sion the tribal communistic relations which 

_ prevail among the Indians living in that 
farce of a government called the Indian 
Territory should be ended, each of the In- 
dians to be given the fee of sufficient land to 
provide for his needs and the remainder to 
be sold, the proceeds to be invested for 
their benefit. 

There was a time when the President was 
a firm believer in the doctrine of non-inter- 
ference with Indian sovereignty, but he 
has been compelled to change his mind.

Washington to defeat the passage of such 
a bill. While that lobby pretends to repre- 
sent the Indian tribes it represents only the 
white men living among them who exploit 
them. Congressmen know that and they 
should disregard the pleas made or the in- 
ducements held out by these pretended 
friends of the Indians, who are working 
for themselves alone, and put an end to the 
Indian Territory. 


THE GETTYSBURG NATIONAL PARK. 

A year ago Congress passed an act au-: 
thorizing the Secretary of War to accept 
and assume control of the land held by the 
Gettysburg Battlefield Memorial Associa- 
tion, and also of whatever other lands on 
the battlefield might be acquired by pur- 
chase or condemnation. This action was 
taken none too soon if it was desired to pre- 
serve intact the features of the ground 
whereon the memorable conflict of 1863 
took place, for a trolley company was plow- 
ing its destructive way through the battle- 
field. 

When resort was had to the courts to 
condemn some land which was needed the 
constitutionality of the law was attacked. 
It was claimed that the power of eminent 
domain could be employed to acquire land 
for public uses only, as for the erection of 
forts, arsenals, etc., and that the contem- 
plated park was not a public use. Circuit 
Judge Dallas took this view of the case. 
District Judge Butler dissented, saying in 
his opinion: 

In my judgment, this is a legitimate public use of 
the land. The battle was a great lesson in military 
science, the greatest ever taught on this continent. 
at least, a most important Ifllustration in strategy 
and the art of war. That it may be fully under- 
stood and appreciated hereaffter, it is necessary to 
do just what is propeged; preserve the battlefield 
in its original condition, mark the positions and 
movements of the troops afd. the different arms 
of the service at the various\stages of the battle, 
so that it may be seen, as upon a great chart, pre- 
cisely how the battle was fought. The rovernment 
proposes to perpetuate and secure this lesson for 
the sake of what it may teach to those who at 
present constitute its armies, as well as to those 
who will hereafter constitute them. In my iudg- 
ment, this is a legitimate purpose, and it can only 
be accomplished by taking the land. The power 
to take it is, I believe, embraced,in the power to 
maintain armies and teach them military science, 

The questfon was carried tothe Supreme 
Court, and the first opinion delivered by 
Justice Peckham was ove sustaining the 
validity of the law. The court, speaking 
through him, indorses the views of Judge 
Butler and repudiates the narrow construc- 
tion of Judge Dallas. People generally will 
agree with the Supreme Court that the 
preservation intact by the National Gov- 
ernment of the places where great national 
battles have been fought, whether at 
Gettysburg, Vicksburg, or Chattanooga, is 
a national purpose. 

The action of the Supreme Court settles 
it that the work of destruction which was 
going on near Gettysbure will be: stopped, 
and that the innumerable persons who xo 
there in the future will see the battlefield 
much @s it appeared to the soldiers of 
Meade and Lee in 1863. 
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ANOTHER ADVANCED WEDDING. 

The extraordinary wedding in Washing- 
ton to which reference already has been 
made in Tue Trisune as illustrating the 
ideas of freedom entertained by the coming 
woman has been followed by another “ ad- 
vanced ” function which was celebrated re- 
cently at Orient, L. I. The parties to the 
union were George Wells, a man of 60, and 
Sadie C. Racket, a young woman of: 24.

If this country can do no more for Cuba 
than is set forth in the report of the ma- 
jority of the Senate Committee on Foreign 
Affairs, then it had better remain silent, let 
Spanish oppression work its worst, and per- 
mit the new Captain-General to conduet 
his campaign of butchery without any pro- 
test upon our part. If the President, ful- 
lowing the instructions contained in this 
milk and water report, should use his 
‘friendly offices with Spain to induce her to 
concede belligerent rights to the revolution- 
ists, she would either reject it altogether 
with an angry outburst of defiance or she 
would merely deride and sneer at it and tell 
the President she wants none of the Sen- 
ators’ advice or admonition. The majority 
report is either the outcome of sheer cow- 
ardice, very clammy sympathy which can 
do no good and can only invite insult, or it 
has been inspired by fear of Spanish re- 
sentment. Even in the latter case it would 
have been better to say nothing at all. 

If anything is to be done the minority’ 
report, recothmending that the President 
use his friendly offices with Spain to secure 
Cuban independence, was the least that 
could be said. It was right as a matter of 
principle, though there can be no question 
that Spain would also reject it: but it at 
least showed a spark of courage. What this 
government should do is to acknowledge 
the belligerent rights of the Cubans. The 
Madrid Governmént, even before the first 
Bull Run battle, notified us it would recog- 
nize the belligerent rights of the Confeder- 
ates and give them all such rights in Spain 
and her colonies. We have waited a whole 
year, during which the insurgents have 
overrun nearly the entire island, pressing 
up to the very walls of Havana, and yet 
we have not said a word for them. Will 
we do any more when Spain inaugurates 
a war of extermination under her new com-

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A UNIQUE EMBEZZLER. 
One of the most remarkable cases of em- 


bezzlement ever reported is that of Harry 
M. Fowle, the trusted clerk of the Shepard 
& Morse Lumber company in Boston. 
There is no doubt about the fact nor the 
amount. When arrested the prisoner con- 
fessed the fact and related his methods, 
while a memorandum kept in the vault 
showed the amount of his peculations to 
have been just $47,613.77. He began his 
stealing in October, 1893, by taking $120, 
and reached high-water mark last Decem- 
ber with a total of $5,090.70 abstracted dur- 
ing that month. No less than four revolv- 
ers were ready to hand in his desk, and 
there can be no doubt that he deliberately 
intended to shoot himself if arrested and 
thus avoid jail; but he wusapprehended too 
suddenly to permit him to carry out this 
part of his plan. 

The strangest part of the affair is that 
I*owle’s books were examined several 
times in the two and a quarter years of his 
stealings, and always found to balance. 
[ven after the discovery that he had forged 
a signature on the back of a check for $500 
his books contained no evidence of guilt. 
ile had to explain his method, and then it 
was seen to be exceedingly simple. It was 
his duty to post in the ledger all checks re- 


ceived and then turn them over to the cash: } 


ier for deposit along with a list of the 
checks and the amount. On days when a 
large number of checks came in he would 
keep one of them out and omit all reference 
to it in the list, so that there was no dis- 
crepancy in the tabulated statement. Then 
he would credit the amount of the check 
to the person or firm sending it, and credit 
the merchandise account with the same 
amount. His employers saw that they 
were losing, but the fact was attributed to 
the “dull times.”” It.is only within the last 
few days they have found out that this 
term must be translated to mean crooked- 
ness on the part of their trusted clerk. 

Another strange feature of the case is the 
fact that the embezzler appeared to have 
noue of the dissipated habits which nearly 
always mark the personal conduct of the 
man who makes himself criminally free 
with the money of others. He did not 
smoke or use intoxicating drinks, is not 
alleged to have spent a dollar on women or 
cards, and did not gamble in stocks or 
produce. A large part of the money wns 
invested in the purchase and luxurious fur- 
nishing of a home and in buying other real 
estate, his’ expenditures in this direction 
being falsely accounted for by the state- 
ment that he had fallen heir to some prop- 
erty by the death of a relative. The firm 
expects to realize on the real estate bouglit 
by Fowle, and will hold the bank responsi- 
ble for paying the money on checks which 
bore forged signatures. 

The exposure of the method used by the 
defaulter probably will result in rendering 
it exceedingly difficult for others to steal 
large amounts in the same way without 
prompt discovery. It should also tend to 
prevent others from trying to make money 
by the manipulation of accounts, as it 
shows that one of the most complete sys- 
tems for swindling has been brought to 
light shortly after the wrongdoer had begun 
to “ enjoy ” his ill-gotten gains. 


THE House of Representatives ought not 
to have such tender consideration for Mr. 
Bayard’s feelings as to refrain from adopt- 
ing the resolution agreed on by the Commit- 
tee on Foreign Affairs, censuring him for 
the two improper speeches he made last 
year, and warning all diplomatic represent- 
atives of the United States to abstain from 
the discussion of questions of domestic poll- 
tics before foreign audiences. The repri- 
mand will be most distasteful to the Am- 
bassador, though it will not cause him to 
send in his resignation, but it will serve asa 
warning to others occupying similar posi- 
tions to keep their mouths shut. Twothings 
must be avoided by American representa- 
tives abroad. One of them is meddling In 
the politics of the country to which they are 
accredited. There have been but few com- 
plaints on that score, for the offender under- 
stands that his recall will be asked for by 
the government he has affronted. The other 
thing to be avoided by a representative of 
this country is appearing in the rdle of the 
representative and champion of the princi- 
ples of one particular political organization. 
As Mr. Bayard is about the first, and is cer- 
tainly the most conspicuous offender, he 
should be censured, so as to establish a salu- 
tary precedent. 


THE seven members of the House Com- 
mittee on Commerce who compose the sub- 
committee to which the Nicaragua Canal 
question was referred have been waiting for 
about two months for the President to send 
in the report of the Canal Commission, which 
was placed in his‘ hands before Congress 
met. Nobody has the least idea when he 
will let Congress have it. His time has 
been so taken up with Venezuela and the 
gold jreserve that he has not been able to 
read and digest a long engineering report. 
So the subcommittee has decided to begin 
work at once without that report. It is 
thought that.a plan will be reported in about 
a month. If the report, when received, 
shows that the plan which has been pre- 
pared needs modification the change can be 
made easily. If anything is to be done at 
this session the subcommittee certainly 
should go to work at once. Judging by the 
progress the House is making with the ap- 
propriation bills Congress will adjourn by 
the first of June. That gives none too much 
time for the elaboration of a well-matured 
canal plan.

THREE different censuses of the fur seals 
on the Pribylov Islands were made last sum- 
mer by representatives of the Treasury De- 
partment, National Museum, and United 
States Fish Commission. Their reports 
agree that on July 20, 1895, the entire herd 
amounted to 249,500. From this number 
must be deducted 44,000 female seals taken 
by the pelagic butchers after August, 1805, 
and 30,000 pups starved to death because 
their mothers had been killed at sea! This 
would leave at the close of the season of 
1895 175,500 seals on these islands. The 
censuses taken in 1872 and in 1890 show how 
rapidly the seal herd has disappeared. In 
1872 there were 4,700,000 seals on these isl- 
ands, in 1890, 900,000; in 1895, 175,000. At 
this rate in little more than a year there 
will be none left. Why is it not common 
sense then to pass the Dingley bill, which 
provides for killing off the rest of the seals 
and selling their pelts for what they will 
bring in the market? Certainly this would 
be more profitable than handing the remnant 
of the herd over to the greedy Canadian seal 


pirates. %

Georgia’s New Colony. 

The new colony of Northern people who have es- 
tablished the Town of Fitzgerald in Georgia 
numbers between 6,000 and 7,000. ‘* The Georgia 
and Alabama railway brought in one day of this 
month more than 500 colonists.’’ ‘‘ Quite a num- 
ber of them are worth from $50,000 to $100,000," 
‘It is worthy of note," says a dispatch published 
in the Asheville Citizen, “‘ that the people of this 
colony have a clause tn their agreement that no 
negro shall be admitted to the settlement."’ It 
is worthy of further note that the colony is largely 
composed of old Union soldiers, who fought for 
the freedom of the negroes.

CORONER M’HALE MAKES ANSWER. 


Replies to Scoring Given Him by the 
Rev. W. A. Phillips. 

Coroner McHale, in answer to the scoring 
given him by the Rev. W. A. Phillips, says 
everybody has troubles, even preachers 
sometimes, and when vhey haven't any of 
their own they hunt some up for other peo- 
ple. 

In regard to the charge of pigeonholing 
the information in the case and not notify- 
ing the family of the dead man, Eugene 
Moore, Mr. McHale said: 

“* Everything concerning the case was pub- 
lished in the morning papers the day after 
the inquest. He was buried as unknown 
because we didn’t know who he was, as he 
had nothing upon his person by which to 
identify him. The marks on his shirt were 
the laundry marks of some one else. 

“His father came to.my office eighteen 
months after the inquest, recognized the 
propérty, and upbraided me for not notify- 
ing him before. I told him I would have 
been glad to had I know who the dead man 
was, and told him if he had asked sooner he 
would have found out sooner. Later he 
came to me and apologized for his harsh 
language. 

“I sent a deputy out with him to the 
graveyard where his son was buried, and 
did everything in my power to help him. I 
hardly think this attack is authorized by 
him. I don’t think this sort of fellows worth 
paying any attention to, and will let it go.”’ 


CASE IN COURT RECALLS A WRECK. 


W.H. Adams and Wife Held Liable for 
Capt. Wilson’s Funeral Jubilee. 


A case before Justice Prindiville yesterday 
recalled the storm of May 158, 1894, when so 
many vessels were wrecked off Chicago, and 
in which the schooner Myrtle was lost, with 
Capt. John Wilson and her entire crew: 

Mrs. W. H. Adams, No. 978 North Clark 
street, a niece of Capt. Wilson, and her hus- 
band had charge of the funeral. Capt. Wil- 
son, Capt. Westerholm, and Capt. John had 
agreed that when one of the trio died the 
others should celebrate the occasion with 
all their friends in having plenty of good 
cheer, refreshments, and drink. 

The dead Captain’s wishes were followed 
out faithfully, and the bills for the occasion 
amounted to $110. Capt. Westerholm, the 
eontractor for the event, knowing his dead 
comrade had left an estate valued at $22,000, 


presented the bills to Mr. Adams for pay- 
ment. 


He did not receive the money, and, fear- 
ing the two years limitation would shut him 
out from recovering from the estate, com- 
menced suit. It was shown the RBrobate 
Court refused to allow the claim as a legiti- 
mate funeral expense, but Justice Prindi- 
ville decided Mr. and Mrs. Adams were 
bound to pay, as they had ordered the ex- 
pense, and gave judgment against them. 


JUROR DICK’S DEATH INTERFERED. 


Grand Jury Intended to Remain in 
Session Until Midnight. 

Had not Grand Juror Theodore 8S. Dick 
met a tragic death in the Criminal Court 
Building Saturday afternoon the grand jury 
would have continued in session until mid- 
night. 

This fact came out yesterday, and was 
vouched for by a man close to the gran‘! 
jury room at all sessions. The jury, before 
going to Judge Ball’s court-room felt sure 
his Honor had not the power to continue the 
jury in session. It was said it was the pur- 
pose of the jury to demand from Judge Bali 
an attachment for Judge Payne, and to also 
subpcena other witnesses, and continue in 
Session until the McNichols case and the 
December grand jury case were heard. 

The sudden death, however, of Juror Dick 
stopped all proceedings. It was said yes- 
terday Mr. Dick remarked if it was in his 
power he would demonstrate there was an 
honest grand jury in session last Saturday. 


ALVA M’DONALD FOUND. IN OHIO. 


Writes to Friend in Chicago, Who 
Tells Her Mother. 

The whereabouts of Alva McDonald, who 
disappeared from her home, No. 11913 Clin- 
ton street, on Monday, Jan. 27, have been 
discovered by her mother through a letter 
which Alva wrote toa girl friend in Chicago, 

Who this girl friend is Mrs. McDonald re- 
fuses to say. The daughter writes she is in 
Mill Walk, O., visiting a friend whom she 
knew in West Pullman last summer. The 
latter is William Shuler, who lives with his 
parents on a farm about a mile south of 
Mill Walk. 


The girl writes she is well and happy and. 


expresses no desire to return home. 

Shuler was attentive to Miss McDonald all 
last winter, with the full consent of her 
parents, and corresponded with the girl for 
some time after he left Pullman.. 

Mrs. McDonald is overjoyed to find her 
daughter had not been a victim of foul play, 
as she firmly believed. She has announced 
her intention of writing to her daughter and 
finding out the true facts in the case. 


WITNESS FRIGHTENED BY A LETTER 


Fred Bryant’s Life Threatened and He 
Asks Police Protection. 

Lively developments are promised in the 
case now on trial before Judge Brentano of 
Jack Carr, ‘‘ Sleepy ’"’ Burke, and John Smijth, 
charged with robbing the passengers of a 
North Shore electric car. 

Fred Bryant, one of the most important 
witnesses for the State, received a letter Sat- 
urday purporting to come from the men on 
trial, in which he was told if he persisted in 
the prosecution his heart would be cut out 
and he would be forced to drink his own 
blood. 

Bryant, who testified before the grand jury 
under the name of William Armstrong, was 
thoroughly frightened and placed ‘himself 
under protection of the police. He lived 
across the street from Brooker, one of the 
supposed principals in the robbery. 

He will tesify he saw the gang leave the 
house on the night of thé robbery and after- 
ward witnessed a division of the booty. 

The case will come up before Judge Ball 
today. 


BEGGAR GIRL IS NEARLY FROZEN. 


Out in Sunday’s Storm and Afraid to 
Go Home. 

Mary Galeneo, a pretty little Italian girl, 
5 years old, was found carly yesterday morn- 
ing at Kinzie and Clark streets lying in a 
hallway, nearly frozen to death. The lit- 
tle girl wore no stockings, and her shoes 
were full of holes. 

She told. the matron at the East Chicago 
Avenue Station her parents lived at No. 70 
Indiana street. They are in the habit of 
sending her out to beg. ' 

All day Sunday she was out in the storm, 
wandering around the North Side. Being 
unsuccessful en was afraid to go home. . 
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trying to save something on rent than the 
rent amgunted to in many cases. We had a 
much better call for offices last September 
and October than we had anticipated.

We have concerns 
which bégan with one or two rooms, and now 
they spread along the hall for 100 feet or 
more. This growth of Chicago business, 
while not as large as before the World’s 
Fair, is larger than it has been for several 
years. It takes two or three years to colon- 
ize a big office building, so to speak. 

“How much have office rents declined 
since 1802-'93?"’ | x 

“TI should estimate between 10 and 105 per 
cent. This may be said to be the last year 
of the decline. The last of the high-priced 
leases will expire this spring, and we shall 
reduce such to the present basis of rents, of 
course. Rentals for stores and offices on 
the first floors of our buildings have actually 
advanced since the panic.” 

A tour of some of the big buildings com- 
pleted a year ago, which stood for a long 
time without many tenants, showed them 
now well filled. They have drawn largely 
from the older buildings, which were not 
modernized. The reductions in rents in such 
buildings will run from 25 to 50 per cent from 
1892 prices. 


NEW COURSE OF MONDAY LECTURES. 


Prof. Judson Discourses on “ The Ex- 
pansion of Europe.” 

Prof. Harry Pratt Judson inaugurated a 
new course of Monday noon university ex- 
tension lectures in Steinway Hall yesterday. 
Prof. Judson is head professor of political 
science at the University of Chicago. His 
opening lecture was on ‘‘ The Expansion of 
Europe.” Speaking of the movement in the 
nineteenth century he said: 

* ‘The most interesting movement in exten- 
sion of Europe today isthe partition of Africa 
among the powers. The powers sharing the 
partition are France, Belgium, Great Brit- 
ain, Germany, Italy, and Portugal. The 
share of Great Britain is the largest by far, 
so far as the valuable parts are concerned. 
“ngland in i1881-’82 occupied Egypt. The 
purpose was to maintain social order, to 
preserve the Egyptian revenues, and thus 
secure the holders of Egyptian bonds, and 
to make ‘sure of the Suez Canal. At the 
other extremity of the continent are the 
British possessions in South Africa. Since 
1871 Great Britain has been steadily extend- 
ing her South African territory northward, 
until she now reaches the great lakes. 

“The rich mines of diamonds and gold 
found in South Africa in recent years have 
caused a rush of migration to those regions, 
and this development has gone on with a 
rapidity comparable only to that of our 
Western States. Railroads and telegraphs 
have been built, towns have sprung up as if 
by magic, and enormous fortunes have been 
made. Mr. James Bryce, who has recently 
returned from a trip to South Africa, es- 
timates that from $3,000,000,000 to $4,000,- 
000,000 is the probable capacity of the gold 
mines. And there is an immense area of 
good agricultural land as well. 

* European ideas now control the world. 
Furopean manufactories and commerce are 
everywhere. European nations dominate 
politically both the Americas, Australasia, 
and Oceanica and more than half of Asia. 
It is perhaps not a stretch of imagination to 
believe the end of the twentieth century will 
see completed the process which was bégun 
by Da Gama and Columbus. The entire 
globe will then be oecupied and energized 
by European civilization.” 

TO INCREASE POSTAL FACILITIES. 
Postmaster Hesing to Furnish Sugges- 
tions for 25 More Substations. 

Postmaster Hesing received notice from 
the Postoffice Department at Washington 
yesterday to furnish suggestions for the lo- 
eation of twenty-five new substations in 
Chicago. /In connection with the suggested 
locations is to be furnished an estimate of 
the number of people benefited thereby and 
the character of the population. Ifthesites 
suggested and the needs of the people seem 
to warrant it the approval of the department 
will in all probability be given and the sta- 
tions established. 

There are now fifty-five substations and 
190 stamp agencies in Chicago and they are 
scarcely adequate to supply the demands. 

‘* There is,”’ said Mr. Hesing, “ a tacit un- 
derstanding that these stations shall not be 
closer to each other than one mile except in 
the down-town districts. They will proba- 
bly be located in various parts of the city as 
nearly equally distributed as is possible, so 
no part of the city can feel slighted in its 
mail facilities.’

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DIES ON WEDDING TRIP. 
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«“ HUGHIE * MAYER PASSES AWAY AT 
HOT SPRINGS. 


Bride of Six Weeks Brings Body Home 
and Minister Who Performed Mar. 
riage Ceremony Will Today Con- 
duct Funeral Services—Body Will 
Re Placed in Vault in Oakwoods 
Cemetery and Later It Is Intention 
to Have It Cremated. 


Mark Hugh Maher, known better among 
his acquaintances in Chicago as “ Hughie,” 
died at Hot Springs, Ark., Saturday night 
vf reinittent-fever. The body arrived here 
last evening and will be placed in the vault 
at Oakwoods Cemetery this afternoon. 

He was perhaps as widely known as any 
man in Chicago. He was born here, and, 
while he had many warm friends, he had few 
confidants. His generosity,git is said, was 
one of his faults. Money seemed to come 
easy, and he leaves a fortune, 

‘* Hughie’’ Maher was the son 6f Hugh 
Maher, who died eleven years ago, and who 

Was at one time one of the wealthiest men 
in Chicago. He was a large speculator on 
the Board of Trade, but died a poor man. 
‘ Hughie’ was then 25 years old and had 
followed the printers’ trade for some years. 
He had saved up no money, but inheriting 
his father’s ambition to become a great 
speculator he borrowed a little money ofa 
friend and began business. Up to the time 
of his death he was a partner of William 
Skakel. Their principal place of business is 
at No. 73 Jackson street, although they have 
several other places in the city. 

On Dec. 21, 1895, he was married to Miss 
Elizabeth Bodle, daughter of Mr. and Mrs. 
A. L. Bodle, No. 5011 Calumet avenue, and 
the day following they left on their wedding 
journey through the South. At New Or- 
leans Mr. Maher caught a severe cold, which 
caused his death a week later at Hot Springs. 

During the last year two of “* Hughie’s"’ 
brothers, Albert and Alfred, have died. Two 
brothers survive—Walter S Maher, No. 5812 
Michigan avenue, and a younger brother, 
Lester, who is attending college at Ann 
Arbor, Mich. 

The body lies at the home of the wife's 
parents, No. 65011 Calumet avenue, from 
which place the funeral will occur at 3 
o'clock today. The Rev. James A. Adams, 
who six weeks ago performed the wedding 
ceremony, will today conduct the funeral 
services. It is the intention of the brothers 
and wife to have the body cremated later. 


TALK OVER TRACK ELEVATION, 


Council Committee Hears Residents 
and Railway Representatives. 

The elevation of the tracks of the Chicago 
and Northwestern raiJroad was the subject 
before the Committee on Track Elevation 
of the Council yesterday afternoon, and sev- 
eral hours were spent in hearing the wishes 
of persons living along the route, and in giv- 
ing A. W. Pulver of the railroad company 
a chance to present the wishes of the rail- 
road. 

No action was taken by the committee, the 
purpose of the session being only to hear the 
wishes of those concerned. 

In addition to the nineteen subways pro- 
vided for in the ordinance presented by Ald. 
Finkler, the residents in the towns affected 
by the Wisconsin division ask for subways 
at the following streets: Washtenaw ave- 
nue, North.Albany avenue, North Irving 
avenue, Irving Park boulevard, and St. 
Charles ‘avenue. 

The residents of Irving Park were urgent 
in the demand for subways at each of their 
main streets. 

*Mr. Pulver said: ‘‘ You demand an impos- 
sibility. If the road should do what you 
ask it would be bankrupt.”’ 

Ald. Butler and Ald. Foster of the Twen- 
ty-seventh Ward, Irving Park, pushed the 
claims of their constituents, and the-rail- 
road man contented himself with saying 
the thing was impossible, and the road would 
not consent to it. 

On the Milwaukee division, where the or- 
dinance provides for eleven subways, the 
following additional subways were asked 
for: Wellington street, Noble avenue, Mel- 
rose street, School street, and Cornelia 
street. 

The Committee on Track Elevation will 
hereafter meet each Wednesday afternoon 
at 2 o’clock for the discussion of the pro- 
posed work of the Northwestern, but no 
meeting will be held tomorrow. 


EXPECT NO EFFECT THIS WINTER. 


Local Coal Men Talk Over the New 
Combination. 

Eleven representatives of the great anthra- 
cite coal mining companies had something 
to talk about at their weekly gathering yes- 
terday at the Great Northern. All had re- 
ceived definite instructions from their East- 
ern companies that a combination had been 
formed which would restrict production the 
coming season and force an advance in 
prices. 

‘‘The combination will have no effect on 


| prices this winter,”’ Robert Law said, “ but 


the effect will be seen next season. This 
war has cost the coal mining companies 
over $30,000,000 in actual money lost—not 
what they would have made, but actual loss. 
This combine will hold, you can depend on 


‘‘ While the combination will not advance 
the price of coal this winter,” O. S. Richard- 
son said, “‘it will doubtless prevent a drop 
in prices on account of the open weather. 
With a knowledge the coal cannot be _ re- 
placed at low figures dealers will be slower 
to cut prices in order to dispose of surplus 
stock.”’

| WHEREIS MRS. A. B. CODY? 


CHICAGO WOMAN AT TACOMA, 


Gunsmiths Tell the Police About a 
Woman Who Came to Them and 
Asked for a Revolver That Would 
Be Sure to Kill—It Is Feared She 
Has Committed Suicide in Some Se- 
cluded Spot—Interviews with Chi- 
cago Friends. 

Tacoma, Wash., Feb. 3.—[{Special.]—A clew 
has been secured by the police regarding the 
mysterious disappearance here on Friday 
of Mrs. A. B. Cody of Chicago. 

A gunsmith was found who tells how a 
woman answering Mrs. Cody’s description 
came to his place soon after noon on Friday 
and asked for a revolver that would be sure 
to kill, as she wanted to guard herself 
against burglars. She was shown several 
revolvers, but Bft without making a pur- 
chase. 

Another gunsmith sold an American bull- 
dog revolver to a woman answering the de- 
Scription given of Mrs. Cody. He made the 
Sale shortly after the woman inquired for a 
revolver of the other gunsmith. 


parents and brothers that she has gone to 
some secluded spot and shot herself. Her 
mother still clings to the hope that she may 
have been taken Suddenly ill and gone to a 
lodging-house, though every lodging-house 
in the city has been ransacked, but no trace 
of the missing woman found. 

A letter to Mrs. Cody’s husband was dis- 
covered, in which she deplores the fact that 
it is probable she will never recover from 
her sickness. She indicated in this letter 
that she had given up all hope of recovery, 
and, while this despondent message does 
not speak of suicide, its tone suggests it 
strongly. 

A large force of men is oyt searching va- 
cant lots and buildings and the woods and 
streams for a radius of six miles about the 
city. Officers have been sent in all direc- 
tions, some as far as Seattle, thirty miles 
away. 

Mrs. Cody has been ill since the birth of 
her third child, at Chicago two years ago. 
Since last October she has been suffering 
from nervous prostration, 

The gunsmith who sold her the revolver 
also loaded it for her, and at the time 
noticed that her hands trembled, the muscles 
of her face twitched, and her lips were pursed 
and bloodless. The gunsmith’s clerk re- 
marked that they would probably “ hear 
from it” in the morning papers. He is se- 
verely criticiged for having sold a deadly 
weapon to a weak, nervous, and excited 
woman under such circumstances. 

Mr. Cody has been telegraphed for and is 
expected here from Chicago on Wednesday. 

There is but one possibility of Mrs. Cody 
being alive, and that is the fact that she has 
for a long time talked of going away to some 
out-of-the-way place and living by herself 
in .order that she might not be a burden 
upon her people. 

A reward for the’recovery of Mrs. Cody 
has been offered and a posse of men under 
professional timber cruisers and hunters will 
begin a systematic search tomorrow. A note 
has been found in which Mrs. Cody left gen- 
eral suggestions for the care of her children, 
and it is therefore believed thereiis no doubt 
about her having committed suicide. 


Up to a late hour last night no news had 
been received by the anxious relatives in 
Chicago which would throw any light on 
the mysterious disappearance in Tacoma, 
Wash., of Mrs. Arthur B. Cody, No. 3625 
Grand boulevard, as chronicled in THE

CHURCHES MAY GIVE FINANCIAL AID. 


Conference Held Looking to Support 
of Civie Federation. 

The Morals Department of the Civic Feder- 
ation will probably be given financial sup- 
port by the city churches. A conference was 
held at the Y. M. C. A. lecture hall yesterday 
afternoon, and addresses made favoring 
such support. 

W. T. Baker presided. He told of the work 
accomplished by the Civic Federation and 
the urgent need of more assistance, finan- 
cially and otherwise, to carry on the work. 
He asked the churches to join in the effort 
to purify the city, which he characterized as 
‘“‘more vile than Paris, London, or New 
York.”’ 

Prof. Graham Taylor urged that some ac- 
tion be taken to provide a place of confine- 
nent for minors apart from the older and 
more hardened criminals. He denounced the 
condition of a city as largqas Chicago which 
cannot Clean the mud from its streets as 
‘“helpless and inane in the.extreme.”’ Prof. 
Taylor thinks the churches can accomplish 
much good by assisting in the work of the 
Civic Federation. ‘ 

As the number of ministers present was 
small, it was decided to postpone further 
consideration until one week from next Mon- 
day, when a union meeting of ministers and 
members of the Civic Federation will be held 
in the main hall of the Y. M.C. A. At that 
time it is hoped all the denominations will 
be represented. 


W. K. VANDERBILT NOT TO MARRY. 


Member of Miss Bend’s Family Denies 
the Rumor. 4 

A report has gained circulation that Will- 
jam K. Vanderbilt, who was recently di- 
vorced from his wife, would marry again. 
Mrs. Vanderbilt married O. H. P. Belmont 
recently. She has the custody of the two 
remaining children, the third, Consuelo, 
having married the Duke of Marlborough.

TESTED AT HARVARD AND YALE, 


with Roentgen’s New 
Force Show Wonderfal Results. 

Prof. Roentgen’s discoveries in the photo- 
graphic powers of the “ cathode" rays from 
a Crookes tube have been tested at Har- 
vard by Prof. Trowbridge of the Jefferson 
Physical Laboratory with successful results. 
He was able to make prints from rays that 
had passed through nearly half an inch of 
wood and a thickness of pasteboard. 

Prof. Trowbridge arranged a sensitive film 
within a wooden box, observing certain tech- 
nical precautions, and the whole inclosed 
in a pasteboard box. This arrangement was 
held near the fluorescent part of the Crookes 
tube for two minuteS, and when the film was 
developed the portion of the film left open to 
the influence of the cathode rays was very 
well defined. 

He has continued the experiment daily, and 
has attained a measurable success in photo- 
graphing the skeleton of the living hand 
through the skin and flesh covering.—Boston

RAILWAY NEWS. 


PACKERS AND GRAIN MEN DIVERT- 
ING EUROPEAN BUSINESS. 


Shipments via St. Johns or Galf Ports 
Instead of Through New York Call 
Attention of Railroad Officials to 


Attempt to Break the New Joint 
Traffic Association Agreemeni— 
Work in Opposition. 


Western packers and grain shippers have 
adopted a systematic plan to break the agree- 
ment of the new Joint Traffic Association, 
which went into operation on Jan. 1. Wha 
brought the matter to the attention 6 the 
railroad officials was the material reduction 
in through shipments of provisions by way 
of New York. Investigation showed West- 
ern packers and grain merchants have been 
sending their through freight over the Cana- 
dian Pacific and other Canadian lines to St. 
Johns, N. F., where it is taken aboard ves- 
sels for European ports. 

Not only has business been diverted from 
New York for shipment from Canadian 
ports, but it has been sent over Southern 
roads to Southern ports and there loaded 
on steamers for European points. There was 
a shipment of fifty cars of provisions from 
Kansas City last week to Pensacola, Fla., 
and it was there put on board the British 
steamer Collingham. 

Within a few days 500,000 bushels of wheat, 
250,000 bushels of oats, and 250,000 bushels of 
barley have been sent over the Canadian 
Pacifico by way of 8t. Johns to Liverpool. 
There have been large shipments of grain 
and provisions to New Orleans, Savannah, 
Mobile, and Galveston. The shipments to 
Pensacola have been over the*Louisville and 
Nashville, those to New Orleans over the 
Illinois Central and the Yazoo and Missis- 
sippi Valley, and those to Mobile over the 
Mobile and Ohio. 

None of these roads ig in the pool. Savan- 
nah can be reached by a number of roads not 
in the pool. There has been an improvement 
in the demand for steamers to sail from 
Southern ports to handle this business. 

The Board of Control and the Board of 
Managers of the new Joint Traffic Associa- 
tion, which has its headquarters in New 
York, have now been at work for four weeks 
and railroad men agree the situation is be- 
ginning to show the effects of the stringent 
measures which have been put into opera- 
tion for the preservation of rates. Notwith- 
standing the diversion of busingss it is 
claimed there has never been a ti revious 
to the putting in operation of the new asso- 
ciation when both freight and assenger 
rates have been so well maintained in trunk 
emg and Central Traffic Association terri- 

ory. 

Argument on the motion of United States 
District-Attorney Macfarland for an injunc- 
tion restraining the thirty-two railroads 
from working under the new agreement, 
which came up in the United States courts 
last Friday, has been postponed for two 
weeks. It is not believed the case will go 
against the railroad companies. 

Eastbound Shipments. 

Eastbound shipments of flour, grain, and 
provisions for the week ending Jan. 30 show 
an increase of nearly 2,000 tons as com- 
pared with the preceding week. There was 
carried a total of 81,859 tons of flour, grain, 
and provisions, as compared with 50,656 
tons for the corresponding week of 1895.

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WASHINGTON NEWS. 


BIDS FOR BONDS WILL EXCEED ALL 
EXPECTATIONS. 


—_, 


Are to Be Opened on Wednesday in 
the Presence of Meany Persons In- 
terested—Belief That the Figures 
Will Be High and \the Demand 
Great—Contraction of the Currency 
Resulting Will Prevent Extensive 
Exportations in the Near Futuarc. 

Washington, D. C., Feb. 3.—[{Special.]—As- 
sistant Secretary Curtis expects to open the 
bids for bonds ¢: noon on Wednesday in the 
presence of a mber of the bidders them- 
selves and of other interested parties. 

Present indications are that the bonds will 
be disposed of at figures much beyond the 
wildest anticipation of Treasury officials. 
It is hinted that certain large bids have been 
sent in on a basis as high as 120, and from 
that figure down the bids grow as nearly as 
can be ascertained until they center some- 
where in the neighborhood of 112. The re- 
sponses to the call for bids have far exceeded 
all expectations, and during the last few days 
especially they have poured into the Treas- 
ury literally by the basketful. 

While most of the bids have been sealed 
edrefully, many of them are indorsed in such 
a way as to indicate their contents, and the 
impression now prevails at the Treasury 
that the $100,000,000 loan will be a complete 
sucess from every point of view. 

Some of the largest bids are expected to be 
put in tomorrow, and these, it is said, will be 
at a much higher figure than would have 
been the case a month ago. The prospect of 
an amicable settlement of the Venezuelan 
cuestion, the possibility of the passage of the 
tariff bill, and the narrow majority for silver 
in the Senate dre understood to have com- 
bined to help out the bond sale. 

Will Contract Currency. 

The impression seems to prevail that the 
immediate effect of a bond sale will be to 
contract the currency sufficiently. to prevent 
extensive exportations of gold, as the indi- 
rect effect will be to compel the bankers to 
raise their discount rates, which is under- 
stood to be the scheme contemplated by the 


syndicate in the first place. 

The cash balance in the Treasury is now 
$180,000,000, and as the result of the bond 
gnie it will stand well up towards $300,000,- 
000. As an offset to the sudden contraction 
the national banks have been making un- 
usual efforts to be prepared fora rapid in- 
crease circulation, and this is expected 
tu take pie at the same time:as the partial 
payments for the bonds and thus obviate 
the necessity of withdrawing large amounts 
from circulation at the same time. 

Controller Eckels has been in receipt of 
applications for new circulation which will 
foot up somewhere in the neighborhood of 
$30,000,000, and orders have been sent al- 
ready to the Bureau of Engraving and 
Frinting for the preparation of new notes 
aggregating over $10,000,000, and it is ex- 

cted that the rest of the $50,000,000 will 

e actually ordered as soon as the bonds are 
allotted. 

It was the intention at first to open the 
bids and sort them so as to be ready to 
make a public announcement on Wednes- 
day afternoon of the detailed results, but 
protests were received from several intend- 
ing bidders who feared that at the last 
moment inside figures on the average pre- 
rof{um and amounts bid might be obtained by 
favored late bidders. Hence it was decided to 
keep the whole matter closed and follow 
strictly the terms of the call. 


Bonds Are Printing. 


The printing of the bonds is already under 
way and anticipations of the Treasury offi- 
cials on the popular character of the bonds 
are shown by the fact than an unusually 
large number of low denomination bonds 
have been provided for. Hitherto Federal 
securities have seldom been seen of a less de- 
nomination than $500, while the majority are 
for much greater principal sums. 

In view of the fact that tomorrow is the 
last day for making bids the Treasury De- 
partment has again called attention to the 
computation made by the head of the loans 
division, which shows that a bidder who 
expects to receive 2% per cent on his in- 
vestment should figure on paying 130.8749 
for his bond, while at 3 per cent the bid 
should be 119.3229, at 3% per cent 109.0856, 
and 3% per cent 104.4082. Bankers who ex- 
pect to take out circulation hope to get hold 
of the bonds at about 3% per cent, orata 
bidding price of 109, whereas the 4s of 
1925, which was the loan floated last year, 
were quoted today at 112 bid and 114 asked.

remarked First Assistant . Postmaster- 

General Jones, “lays great stress upon 

the fact that he has increased the 

delivery service without putting on 
additional men. Furthermore, he calls 
attention to the fact that he has found 
it expedfent to dispense with the services of 
forty-eight members of the carrier force 

during the year which ended Dec. 31, 1895. 

It seems to have been overlooked by the Chi- 

cago Postmaster that the Postoffice Depart- 

ment had something to do with the increased 
delivery and reduced the force as a result 
of the investigations by the special agents. 

It is not incumbent upon Postmasters to get 

up annual reports for publication, but it is 

done in -several of the large cities, and this 
is where Postmaster Hesing probably got 
his inspiration. 

“A gratifying exhibit is made in regard 
to the condition of postal matters in Chica- 
go, and the promise is held out.that when 
the new quarters on the Lake-Front are oc- 
cupied the people of Chicago will have no 
further cause for’ complaint about mail fa- 


cilities.

TOADYISM LEAVES HIM FRIENDLESS 


Everyone Delighted at Bayard’s Ru- 
mored Retirement. 
Washington, D. C., Feb. 3.—[{Special.J— 
When the rumor became current in the 
House today that Ambassador Bayard had 
threatened to resign if*the resolution of 
censure was passed there was exhibited a 
general feeling of elation, not only among 
the Republicans, who were determined to 
pass the resolution on general principles 
as a warning to other garrulous diplomats, 
but also among a large section of the Demo- 
crats, many of whom have been afflicted 
with political indigestion caused by an over- 
dose of Bayard’s toadyism which they have 
been compelled to swallow. The fact that 
the alleged interview with Ambassador 
Bayard was a fake did not develop until after 
the House had adjourned, but the rumor 
caused quite as much sensation as if it had 
been true. Officials at the State Department 
were pestered with inquiries and while they 
were exceedingly cautious in their replies 
they said enough to demonstrate the fact 
that the admininstration would be only too 
well pleased to get rid of the Ambassador 
to England, who all through the Venezuela 
matter hampered Mr. Olney in his vigorous 
foreign policy. It is intimated broadly from 
certain official quarters that Mr. Bayard had 
undoubtedly outlived his usefulness and that 
any excuse would be welcome which would 
result in his voluntary retirement and re- 
placement by a younger man in closer touch 

with the administfation. 


TO ACT ON TARIFF WITHOUT JONES. 


Senate Committee May Report With- 
out the Nevada Senator. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 3.—[Special.]— 
The Républican members of the Senate 
Finance committee have decided to make a 
vigorous effort to get the tariff bill into the 
Senate tomorrow. Senator Jones of Nevada, 
who has been the stumbling block, as he 
holds the balance of power between the six 
Republicans and six Démocrats, has not 
indicated to any Senator just how he will 
vote on the question. The Republican mem- 
bers of the committee say they are indiffer- 
ent as to his action, and their only program 
is to report the bill in some shape tomorrow 
or soon thereafter. Senator Jones has been 
in New York for a day or two, and it was 
not definitely known whether he would be 
at the meeting tomorrow or not.

Weber Company Asks for a Temporary 
Receiver in a Voluntary Action 
Brought for Dissolution, the Stuy- 
vesant Company Takes Similar Ac- 
tion, and William E. Wheelock & 
Co. Assign—Local Branch of the 
Last Named Will Follow. 


New York, Feb. 3.—There was a shake-up 
in the piano market in New York today. 
Almost simultaneously applications for re- 
ceivers were made by a majority of the 
stockholders of the Weber Piano company 
for the appointment of @& temporary re- 
ceiver for the company in an action brought 
for its voluntary dissolution. The Stuy- 
vesant company also asked for a receiver, 
and William E. Wheelock & Co., piano 
manufacturers at One Hundred and Forty- 
ninth street and Third avenue, made an 
assignment for’the benefit of their cred- 
itors, 

The Weber corporation was created in 
August, 1892, and the dissolution is asked 
for on account of large losses incurred dur- 
ing the last year; that there are taxes on the 
real estate due and unpaid; that there are 
matured obligations and others maturing 
against which there are no funds: that the 
company is insolvent; and that the interests 
of the stockholders and creditors can be bet- 
ter protected by the appointment of-a re- 
celver and the winding up of the corpurate 
affairs. 

The schedules of assets and liabilities filed 
with the petition show liabilities and mer- 
chandise, $214,693.57, which includes bonds 
of the company for $200,000, secured by 
mortgages for this amount of the factory; 
bills payable, $05,537.82; due on notes in- 
dorsed by the corporation, $54,523.04.

Peopleinall parts 
of Northern Indiana were caught for sums 
from $100 to $500. 

Similar proceedings to those in Hammond 
will be brought in other county courts to 
close up the business of the concern in Illi- 
nois and Indiana and enable Receiver Sulli- 
van to make a settlement of his trust.

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HITCH IN SCHOOL DEAL. 


COUNTY BOARD TAKES NO ACTION AT 
ITS MEETING. 


President Healy Says Commissioners 
Can Do Nothing Until Deed of Con- 
veyance to Normal School Property 
Is Drawn Up and Submitted—Differ- 
ence of Opinion on Second Modifi- 
cation—Approval of Three Bodies 
Necessary Before Transfer Is Madc. 

The transfer of the Normal School prop- 


' erty from the county to the city has met 


with a hitch. The County Board met yes- 
terday, but took no action on the subject. 
President Healy said the reason was no 
deed of conveyance had been drawn up by 
the attorneys of the two boards and the city, 
and it was useless for the County Board to 
ratify anything unless it was in its final and 
legal shape. He said he instructed County 


Attorney Iles last Thursday to see the other, 


attorneys and prepare the document, and as 
they had not prepared and reported it 
there was nothing for the County Board 
to do. 

Mr. Morrill, Attorney of the Board of 
Education, agreed with President Healy it 
was useless for the County Board or the 
City Council to take any action until the 
different agreements and modifications had 
been digested and reduced to legal shape 
and embodied in a deed. He said he would 
not agree to any deed whatever until he 
had examined the title of the Normal School 
property previous to the great fire. He had 
no idea of letting the Board of Education 
build school-houses on somebody else’s land. 

The second of the modifications agreed 
upon by some of the County Commissioners 
and the conference committee of the Board 
of Education and ratified by the Board of 
Education last Wednesday night is as fol- 
lows: 

**2. The Normal School for the training of 
teachers to be maintained by this board upon 
said property shall be open to pupils residing 
outside of the City of Chicago and within 
the limits of Cook County upon payment 
by said County Board to this board of tuition 
for each of said pupils equal fn amount to 
the tuition now paid by this board to the 
County Board for city pupils now being in- 
structed in the Cook County Normal 
School.” : 

This modification is said by many to be 
confused. The Board of Education has 
never paid the County Board a cent for city 
pupils attending ‘‘ the Normal School for 
the training of teachers.’’ What the Board 
of Education pays $8,000 a year for is the 
education of city pupils In the practice 
school, in which the pupils of the. Normal 
School are teachers. 

Three attorneys have to agree on the em- 
bodiment of the agreement and modifications 
in a deed, and their work has to be approved 
by the County Board, the Board of Educa- 
tion, and the City Council before the transfer 
can be made. There are also those who say 
the County Board has no right to make the 
transfer and the County Board of Education 
must make it. 


SUPT. LANE ANSWERS COMPLAINTS. 


Normal School Pupils Not Placed ata 
Disadvantage. 

The Superintendent and Agsistant Super- 
intendents of Public Schools yesterday held 
their regular monthly conference. The only 
matter of general interest taken up was a 
new arrangement of the classes at the 
Training School, rendered necessary by the 
prospective transfer of the Cook County 
Normal School to the city. 

The Superintendents decided to divide the 
230 pupils into two classes—one for the morn- 
ing and one for the afternoon. In this way 
the crowding will be relieved, and while one 
class is being instructed the other can be 
teaching as cadets in the schools. 

Supt. Lane said yesterday he was aware 
the pupils at the Training School were dis- 
satisfied because a new ordér had made it 
necessary for them to stay a year at the 
school instead of five months, as formerly. 
Some of the pupils think they are at a dis- 
advantage as compared with outside appli- 
cants. 

Supt. Lane said this was not true. Out- 
siders must have had four years’ experience 
as teachers before they are allowed to stand 
the examination for certificates, while the 
Training School pupils are admitted to the 
examination after one year’s training.
